to mittigate the ſame, Both of them being enriched withinnu- 
merable bleſſings, eſpecially in their faire pzogenie. 

Allinus hauing a ſonne of godly ſtature, andcommendable 
gifts, named Ornacus, And Arbaſtus a daughter, called Arteſia, 
olercading tomeline ite, extertorly beantified with abundance of 
girls of nature, and inwardiy adozued with abundance of dinine 
perſectons.

Ocnarus ſceing all, and 
vnſeens himſelfe, noted with a delight each perfect lineament ol 
her pꝛoper body, beauty, ſweet fauour, and other come lines, 
which filled his heart with erceeding pleaſure, therewith gro / 
ing into an vnreſtrained affection towards her, and à great flu.

J will ſayde he, and ſo they dv 
parted, Ornatus hauing leit her, entered into many cegitaficns 
of this raſh attempt, accounted himſelfe ouer credulous to commit 
his ſecrets to her pꝛiuitic, of whoſe fidelity he had neuer made in 
all, ſometimes comfogtinghimſelfe with hope of good eue nan 
ag aine deſpapꝛing of comloꝛt, foꝛ that he ſuppoſed Arteſia would 
rather eſteeme him as an enemy then a friend, by reaſon of then 
parents hatred, and therefoꝛe would the moze hardly bee dꝛalon 
to giue any credit to his ſute. And renoluingachaos offheſs and 
ſuchlike cantuſed cogitations, he attamed his fathers houſe, thin / 
king the time tedious vntillhis appointed meeting with Adelle 
na, which hee ouerpaſt with great care. Adellena after her d 
parturefrom him, ſoone attained to Arbaſtus houſe, viing I

but if you Will adaiſe me what J ſhall doe, J Willonce againe 
hazard thelofe of ber good liking foz your ſake. Which ſaid, 
Ornatus wzote a Ketter, which he deſired her by ſome means 
foconuop to her fight, the contents whereof were theſe. 


To thefaire Artelia. 


Aireft of creatures, bee not offended with my beldnefle, 
Fur rather fauourably cenſure ef my good meaning; for 
dcing bound to honour none but moſt vertuous, I thought it 
my duty to giue you knowledge thereof, deſiring you to pit- 
tic the extremity of my pa ſſions, procured by the attainture of 
your conquering perfections. Iconfeſſe you may alledge ma- 
ny thinge, as reaſons te diſſwade you from giuing credit to 
my ſpeeches, or yeelding me the leaſt fauour in your cons 
ceits: yet J beſeech you, make but triall of my loyalty, love, 
and duty, ſo farre as ſhall agree with your liking, and you ſhall 
finde me conſtant in one, and perſeuerant in the ether, as one 
that hath ſubmitted himſelſe to your command, vowed his 
deuotions to purchaſe your fauour, and euerlaſſingly bound 
himſelfe to be only yours : vnable to expreſſe my humble 
meaning, vnwilling to be offenſiue, and deſirous of ſauour: 
chen] beſeech you be favourable to me, though bearing the 
name of an enemy, in whom ycu ſhall finde the true heart of 
a conſtant friendz whole ſaſety, 9 nn 
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ſleth in your power. Thefirſtview of your beautie (which 
was in the Valley when you were laſt hunting) ſurpriſed my 
heart with ſuch humble regard to your vertucs , that ever 
ſince my heart hath indured the bitter torments of fearefull 
deſpaire, which vrgeth ine to this preſumption, deſiring from 
your ſactred lips to receiue my ſentence of comfort, or afflicti. 
on, rather then to ſpend my life in languiſhing vnreuealed 
torment. Then bee you gracious to him, rhat is otherwiſe 
molt miſerable, and ſhew fauour to an vndeſeruing yn« 
knowne friend: fo. ſhall you not onely ſhew, that you 
are mercifull , but alſo ſaue a miſerable Louer from vtter 
runes | ; 


Dur humble friend, 
Ornatus, 


Adellena hauing receined this Letter, told him ſhe would 
deliuer the ſame: which the next day thee perfozmed'in this 
ſozt. Being come to Arbaltushonſe, ſhe continued moſt pat 


ofthe day in Arteſias company, not once renuing the leaft to 
membzance of the talke ſhee had with her the day befoze: but 
eſpping her open her Caſket, wherein ſhe put her wozks,whi- 
leſt Arteſia was bufie, ſhee pꝛiuily conueped the Lefter, vn⸗ 
ſeene, into the ſame, which by and by Artelia locked,foz none 
but her ſeiiz had the viſe thereof. 

Adellena thought long till ſhe was gene, fearing leatt 
Arteſia ſhould vpon ſome octaſton open the Caſket a- 
gaine, and ſo finde the Letter whileſt chee was there: 
- therefoze ſhee (oone found meanes fo depart. UWhen'the 
time ofreft was come, and Arteſia alone in her Bed, taking 
aWBooke(acco2ding to her vſuall manner) to reade a while, 
thee (uddenly fell afl@pe , and in her ſleepe was poſſeſt with 
a dzeame, ..wherein her thoughts called to remembzance 
Adellenas ſpeeches, which mooned ſuch a diſquiet conceit cf 
anger in her Bzeſt, that thinking ſhe hadchid her, with the 
motions of her fpirifsſhee awaked, feeling an exceeding di⸗ 
ſtempe⸗ 
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ſtemperaturs in all her parts, and ſ@ing the light fill bur · 
ning, ſhe maruelled at her do l ũne ſſe, that had befozefozgat 
to put the ſame out, and by this meancs called to remem- 
bzance Adellenas ſpeeches, marurlling u hat he ſheuld be that 
was in lous with herz and ſuddenly again repzouing hor ſeife, 
fo giuing her minde liberty to thinke ol lone, che would haue 
baniſht all further remembzance thereof out of her mind: but 
the moze ſhe laboured,the moze bnable ſhe was to pꝛeuaile in 
duer · maſtring her fancies, that being both vexed with her 
ſilfe and Adellena, the vttered theſe ſpieches: 

What diſquiet is this poſſeeth my heart, pzocureth ſuch 
þxwonted cogitations to riſe in my fancies,and diſturbethmy 
reſt? A was not wont to trouble my thoughts with ſuch vaine 
cogitations, Which tho moze J labour to ſuppzefſe, the mozo 
they encreaſe. 

Could Adellenas ſpeeches haus ſuch fozce (Which J had 
wel · nigh fozgotten) as thus long to ſticke in my remem- 
bzance? Da what reaſon haue J to regard them, that were not 
wozth the regarding, but rather tended ta demonſtrate the 
affection of ſome oner-fond lover, that ſeeketh fo entrap my 
chaſtity? Accurſed be her lips fo2 vttering them, and would 
ts God J had beene deafe,that I might not hane heard their 
inchanting ſound. 

Lhis laid, ſhe catcht vp her Booke, thinking by reading 
fo dzine awap all remembzance thereof, but her heart was 
ſofully poſſeſt with a kinde of cogitation, what he ſhould 
be, that ſhe neither conldreade, oz when thee had read, re- 
member what ths did reade; and finding thismeanes not 
auaileable, ſhe ſtarted from her Bed, opening her-Calkef to 
fake out her Sampler, wherein ſhe tooke moſt delight, when 
ſuddenly ſhe eſpyed the Letter, and reading ths Superſcripti- 
en, was halfs aſtoniched thereat, eſpecially how it ſhauld 
come there, and what the contents ſhould bee, being offen- 
timcs in mind fo teare the ſame in pieces, and not reade 
it, which per heart weuld not ſuffer her fo doo, befoze 
| ſhee had ſcene what was the Contents: pit Arining

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in the mivdeſt : whith done, ſuch a remozſe roſe in her Ely, 


vnited witha dente to know further thereof, that leaping

Wai 
that ferching a dee pe ſigh, che land: Aye my pooze ſoule, how 
are my attedions bett apes to mine evemy? war it Ornaryy 
ſho moant : cam it be, that he vol pꝛoue my friend, that is my 
pꝛołeſſed enemy? D no: he intendeth nothing telle then logy, 
but rather vnder colout thereof, ſeeketh my rune, Was it hi 
that J beheld in the Wallp? 02 is it poſſidle that he fhortld beg 
ſo deepely inloue with me, vpon that mall ſixht? No, no, 3 
will not credit his . bat ſkinl repute him as an * 
mp, as indeede hee is; and hencefozth abandon A dellenze 
töpanp, by whoſe meanes khis Letter was conueyrd into my 
Caſket ; then tearing the ſame into a thouſand pi ces, thee 
abſtained (fo neare as the cord) from alt thought of peil. 
ding the leaſt conſent fo lorre, arid ſought fo encreaſe het di. 
daine, and ſtuſpett of his falfehoov, ſpending the reit of that 
night in cotifaſed conkearieties of doubtfull fhonghts. Cal 
in the niominag the gate vp; and within ſhozt time met with 
Adellena, (who was come, agdefitons to knyty what iſſue 
her deuice has taken) and finding occaſion ft when none vas 
by, th: vttered thoſe ſpeeches: 

Adellena, J inarueH what folly-ruleth pour minve, that 
Pot (whom J had thotight had beene verfirotily giuen 
ſhould ſeeks my rains : wherein haue 1 ſhowne my (elf 
ſo vnkinde, that you ſhould retzuite me in this viſconcteons 
ſozt?

vpon the Earth, ottering theſe lamentations: | 
O milorable Captife what half thou to doe, but lament, 
when thy ill foztune yeldgnothing but cauſe of lament? Nuhr 
ſhould thy life laſt; to endure theſe fozments, and not rather 
to dilfolas into vnſtene efſences? Could any thing haue hap- 
pened to me moze miſerable, then fo behold Arteſia, and now 
to endure her crneſtis { oz moe foztunate, if hee had beene 
mertitull? Wut my Deſtinies haue dzawne me, to like her 
that hateth me, and fo become thzall to a ccuelt vnrelenting 
enemie. Tell, my Lone is (eter then my Life, and theres -/ 


foze A will venture * and _ purchaſe her liking. 
BYaning-- 
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Hauing ſaid this, he a while ſat ſilent, when ſuddenly,tofq, 
uour his ertremities, he behe ld certaine of his famiKars pas 
by, with whom he departed home. 

Early the next mozning (being excadingly troubled in 
minde, and impatient of delay) he left his fathers houſe, to vi. 
ſit Adelſena againe, whom he had the day befoze left ſo vn. 
kindly; whom he found rcadie to goe fo Arballus houſe g. 
gaine, and ſaluting her, ſaid ; Adellena, be not offended at 
my laſt vumannerly departure; foz my heart was ſo much 
diſquieted at the ill ſucceſſe my ſuit foke, that I could not bſe 
that behauiour towards pou, pour paines deſerued: but now 
A am returned, to craue pour counſell what is further to be 
done herein. 

Sir, replycd ſhe, J know not what further meanes to bit, 
neyther dare J any moze attempt to trie Arteſiaes Courteſie, 
who is already ſo much offended with me, that I feare toloſ 
her friendfhip foz euer, if A ſhould vtter that againe that is (6 
bnwelcome to her. 

Ornatus heating her ſpeches, thought ſhe was bnWilling 
fo pꝛoſecute his (uit any further,and with a heauie heart let 
her, entring info many thoughts and cogitations, which way 
to comfozt himſelfe, oftentimes vtterly deſpayzing, and yet 
purpofing to leaue no meanes vnaſſayed, noz danger bake 
tempfed, though with hazard of his life, to purchaſe ſome reſt 
fo his troubled heart, 

At length be thought with himſelfe , what ſhould make 
Arteſia ſo hatd-hearted, as to giue no credit to my ſpeeches? it 
is not her want of lenitie pitie, oꝛ wiſedome: fo2 ſhe is pong, 
and therefo;e ſubiect to lone; beautiſull, and theteſoze fo bo 
wonne; wiſe, and therefo2e will with conſideration pilie my 
ſozrewes. What then ſhculd alienate her good liking fron 
me, moze then from another 2 By Name z foz by that, Het 
reputeth me an enemie:then,were A not Ornatus, ſhe would 
peraduenture gine ſome regatd fo my ſuite, Thereſoze J be 
will change my. Name, and be another then J am, that ſhe 
not knowing me, may (if not loue me) pet deſiſt to hate me. F 


Then began he to ſtudie what meanes to bie to * 3 nan 4 
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ſight ( without the which, he could not line) and pet not be 
 knowne what he was. Amonglt many other Devices, this 
tooke derpeſt roof. Within few dayes after (hauing pꝛoui⸗ 
ded all things necef{arte) he attyzed himſelfe like a Mirgin of 
a ffrange Countrey (which he might well be eſteemed to bo, 
by his voutg) and taking with him his Lute, whereon bee 
could play exceedingiy well, in the ſilent of the Night he de. 
parted towards the Sea⸗coaſt, which was neere vnto Arba- 
ſtus houſe; and ſeating himſelſe bpon the Rockis Shoze, be⸗ 
gan to play vpon his Lute, Early the next mozning,a Shep⸗ 
heard happened to paſlſe by that wap, and eſpping his ſtrange 
Dilguiſe, and hearing his ſweet Puſtke, was ſo erceedingly 
delighted therewith, that he ſtayed to ſee what he was. 
Ornatus turning himlelfe about, eſpyed the old man ſtan» 
ming vpon him; where with he dꝛew to warts him, and (aid 
i; kelloweth: 
Goed- Father, muſe not fo ſee mo in this vnktequented 
place, being by ſhip wꝛacke caſt on this Shoze, and pꝛeſerued 
front a grieuous death by Sea, fo periſh fo2 want ol comfoꝛt 
onthe Land, in a ſtrange place, where J neither haue friends, 
to; know which wap to get comfozt : Therefoꝛe J beſeech 
ron, yeeld comfozf to my diffreſſe, and ſuccsur to my want. 
Faire Damoſell, quoth the Shepheard, if mp homely Cot- 
fage can peeld you any comfozt, ſo pleaſe pou to accept theres 
of, it ſhall be at your command; 'whither ſo pleaſe you goe, 
without moze circu:nſtance of ſpeeches , you ſhall be moſt 
hearfily welcome. J thanke you, quoth Ornatus, and J ac- 
cept your gentle p2offer: ſo they departed together. And when 
they were entred, and the Shepheardeſſe in the beſt manner 
the could, had welcommed him, and he had taſted of ſuch food 
as was ſet befoze him, he told them his Name was Syluia, 
telling a Tale of ſufficient Countenance to beare credit, of 
the manner of their Shipwzacke,andthe cauſe he vudertoke 
at Uopage by Sea: Which the old folkes beleened. 'Like- 
viſe framing himlelfe to ſuch a kinde of behauiour, that it 
vas almoſt impoſſible to diſcerne, but that he was a Woo- 
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e There Sy luia (fo2 under that name he ſhall a while page) 
,, ſtayed ſome two dapes, ret without any hope how to enigy 
nn Arteſiaes company. But the third dap it foztuned Arbaſtus 
being ab2oad on hunting, was by a violent ſtozme dziuen e 
ſeke ſhelter, and moſt foztunately lighted on the Þhephearyg 
Coftage: where be boldly enfred, without calling; and (up, 
denly eſpying Syluia, was halle aſtonicht to behold a Dame. 
\ſell fo beaufifull and richly attyaed in that homely place: but 
after that he had a while viewed her well(Syluia beingalone) 


fs, of with a courteous behauiour he thus ſpake: 

"0k | Faire Damoſell, pardon my boldnefſe, if A haue diſquieta 

1 vouß I little thought to haue found ſuch gheſts in this homgy 
„ place. Sy luia knowing him to be Arbaltus, aroſe, but may 


him no anſwer : when pzefently the old Shepheard came in, 
viing great reuerence to Arbaſtus; who demanded of him, 
what Damoſell that was ? whereupon the old man declare 
all that he knew. | 

Arbaſtus then thus ſaid: Damoſell, A bnderſtand by this 
Shepheard ſome part of your miſfoztunes, which J ſo much 
pitt, that J offer to doe any thing reſteth in me, to dos you 
pleaſure; And foz that this hamely place is not agreeable to 

vour birth, which may be greater then J can judge ol, let ws 

defire you fo accept of ſuch entertainment as my Yabitation 
| Ry whither you ſhall be welcome. Sy luia being glad of 

t p2offer, pet fearing to be diſcovered, by his willingneſs 
— reeld,made this anſwer: Sir, this homely place is beſt a: 
greeing to my pooze eſtate, being by my foztune bꝛought to 
miſerie; which J am alſo vawozthie of, foz that J know not 
how to make my Hoſt amends, deſiring rather fo Ke in this 
quiet place, void ol care, then in places of moze dignitie: but 
foz that J Gall be fo chargeable to this pwzeman,and you lo 
earneſtly deſire me, A will bs ſo bold as to take your pzoffer, 
though vaable fo be ſo gratefull as J would. Many other ſpa· 
ches paſt betwixt them, and in the end they departed to pars 
Arbaltus Caſtle; where $yluia was kindly and wozthily en / 
tertained, hauing bis — deſire, which was, to anioy the 
aght of faire Arteſia. | 
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Ornatus being alone by himſelle, began to meditate of the 
good ſucceſle he had in this attempt, and how foztunately all 
things had fallen out to further him in his loue. But moſt of 
all, he maruelled how the eyes of all that beheld him, were 
blinded, that they could not perceine what he was. In theſe 
and many ſuch like comloꝛtable meditations, hee ſpent lome 
thai 02 foure dapos, taking moſt great content in beholding 
Arteſias perfections, that hee was moze and moze inthzalled 
in the bands of vowed affection, hearing her ſpeech, noting 
her behautoz, admiring her vertue,commending her conrteſie, 
affecting her beauty, and impꝛinting each liniament of her 
divine fozms, in his devoted affection, with ſuch immonea= 
ble reſolne oł conſtant loyalty, that he did not only loue her, 
but alſo hon oz her as an Adoll, being by Arbaſtvs admitted 

her company) that at all times he was with her. Arteſia !{ke- 

wile tooke no little pleaſare in Syluians company, in whom 

lo much courfefio abounded, that euery one both likev, and 

commended her. 


CHAP, V. 


How Adellena brought newes to Arbaſtns houſe, of Ornatus 
ſuddaine departure, How hee nanſed himſelfe Syluian, a 
long time enioyed her company, and what ſucceſſe he had 
in his loue. | 


Tz Dellena hauing heard of Ornatus depar- 
„ * ture from his fathers houſe, and ofthe ex- 
N c&ding care 4 griefe his parents foke, fea- 
ting leaſt he might by ſome treachery bes 
murdzed; with which newes ſhecame fo 
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The Hiſtory of Ornatus and Arteſia. 
could not withhold her ſelle from ſpeaking, but vttered her 
mind in theſe wozds:: 
Arteſia be not offended with that J ſay, but rather be dil⸗ 
pleaſed with your ſelie, who aro the oziginall of this woe. 
Ornatus, whom you ſuppoled your enemy , though indeedg 
your moſt faithfull friend, faking your vnkinde refuſall moſt 
heanily,and accounting himſelte not wo2thy to line, it you de- 
ſpiſed him, eyther hath wꝛought his owne vntimely death, oz 
deſpayzing to find fauour at your hands,hath abandoned both 
his parents,country,and acquaintance, to live in exile. UWhat 
will be ſapd of you , when the cauſe of this ſozrow ſhall be 
knowne ? how may your owno conſcience accuſe your ſelf 
ol hard · heartedneſſe, that would not pteld pifty to the diſtreſſt 
of ſo wozthy,vertnous, and courteous a Gentleman, who foz 
bis humble ſuit, was ſpightfully viſdapned, and his hearty 
good will diſdainfully reieced ? TWhich cruell deede ol vours, 
no doubt wil be one day repayed with the like dildaine, whert 
pou ſhall moſt affed. Jknow his loue was firme, conſtant, 
and immoueable, which maketh me ſo much the moze pitty 
his eſtate : I know his nreaning was both vertuous andhe- 
nourable;his birth you know:what vertues aboundedin him, 
all can witneſſe; and how heartely he loued pou, the heanens 
can witneſle. Pooꝛze Ornatus farewell; Yard was thy hap, 
to place thy true loue (6 firmely; where thou reapeſt ſo little 
reward. Arteſia hearing her ſpeeches, conld not tell whether 
ſhe might blame her, oꝛ accuſe her ſelfe, ſometimes doubting 
whether the ſpake this of policy te fry her, oꝛ of truth; being 
as tcady to blame her ſelſe, as Adellena, and yet willing to do 
neither: Foꝛ ſhe thought, if ſhe ſpake true, chi had gend cauſe to 
ſay that ſhe did, and her ſelle moꝛe to be blamed then any, #03 
notwithſtanding ſhe had giuen Adellena ſo flat adenpall, yet 
her conſcience knew, that ſome ſparkes ol loue were kindled 
in her bzeft : That her heart being ſomewhat oppꝛeſt with 
theſe thoughts, cauſod the water to ſtand in her epes. Ornatus 
ſ&ing all this, tooke ns little tomfost thereat, eſpeciallp when 
he perceiued Arteſias heart to relent; but foz that bp his dil 
guiſe, being known no other then a woman, he * f 
en 
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when faine he would haue ſpake, left he ſhould diſcouer him⸗ 
ſelfe. A dellena ſ&ing the had diſquieted Arte ſia, being her ſelſe 
full of griefe, and vnwulling to vige her any further, departed. 
And Arteſia withdzawing her ſelſe from Syluians company, 
into an Arboz,bvttered theſe ſpeeches: And can it be, that Or- 
natus loue was ſo great, that fo2 my ſake he hath done this? 
Could he loue her ſo conſtantiy, that was his pzofeſſedenemy? 
is [ous of ſuch a fozce,to dzaw one into theſe extremes: Then 
may J compare it to the hearbe Artas, found in Perſia, which 
being but holden in the hand, cauſeth a beate thzough all the 
bodp:ſo lous, but entertained in thought,diſquieteth all the (6- 
tes. But why do Jconceineſo well of Ornatus,when A know 
not the truth of Adellenaes repozte it may be, he hath hired her 
fo do this, and thereby A may bo deceined, peelding to pitty, 
when there is no cauſe, and with the Bird Akanthus, ready to 
come at euerꝑ cal, Admit it were ſo, J am not bound fo fanone 
him: is henot my enemy, t Don vnto my fathers chiefeſt foe? 
what realon then haue A eyther to giue credit to his lone, oz 
her pꝛoteſtation, when both may be faynede Well, J will be 
aduiſed,befoze J yeeld my ſelfe to loues intangling baites, and 
beloꝛe J lone, J will know whom J lone. J, but Arteſia, thy 
fancy peeldeth remozſe already, and thy conſcience bids thes 
pity him,becauſe he loneth thee, foz lone in a reputed enemy 
may be as conſtant and loyall as an open friend, and an ene- 
my becomming a friend, will be the moze conſtant: then what 
haſt thou to doe, but make further p2oofe of his conſtancy,and 
finding him trus,y&ld reward fo his veſerteſoft Arteſia, wave 
not to farre: if he be conſtanf,ifhe beloyall, if he lone th& ſo 
intirely, vet now thou halt made him fozſake this counttp, oʒ 
pꝛocure his vntimelp death, then there is nothing elſe to bs 
done foz the, but to pitty his death, and accuſe thy ſelfe of 
ſome diſcourtefie. All this while Ornatus ſhzowding himlelfe 
from her ſight, by the thicknefſe of the greene leaves , heard 
her ſpeches, to his exceeding temlfezt, and againe cloſely 
withdzew bimſclfe. Arteſia haning ended her ſpaches, ber hart 
being oppzeft with many deubts, aroſe and tame te Syluian, 


to whom ſhe ſaid; My mind is much treubled with the news 
| D 2 Adel⸗ 
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Adellena told me of Ornatus abſence , whom, fo2 that pay 
know not, J wil tell you what he was. 

There dwelieth not larre hence one Allinus,that moztally 
hateth my father,and all that belong vnto him, whole ſonne 
Ornatus was, whom il J ſhould commend, vou might think 
me too cruell fo refuſe his loue ſo vnkindly, only thus much 3 
will ſay or him, hee was euery way wozthy ;fo be beloned, 
though mp fancy could neuer be dzawne to like of him: who, 
bpon what occaſion. I know not, bat as Adellena fold mee, 
made his loue knowne to her, which ſhe likewiſe told me of: 
but J refuſing to heare her, anſwered her plainely, that 3 
was greatly offended with ber, loz making any ſuch motion, 
and fozbad her foz euer to ſpeake of him againe. But now 
this day vou haue heard what ſhe hath told me, which A can 
hardly beleeue to be true, oz that Ornatus would he ſara 
without wiſedome to enter info ſuch extremes. But il it beſo 
(as J would it were not) it grieueth me loꝛ him, and J with 
that J had not refaſed to heare his ſuite, though a am not wil · 
ling to yeldthereto:fo2 J would not haueit ſaid ot me, noꝛ my 
name ſo much blazed, that iy cruelly pꝛocured him to that er. 
tremity, though his wiſdome might haue fozeſeens ſuch mil. 
chiele, and he moꝛe moderately haue tempered his loue. _ 
Ornatus taking occaſion,ſatd: J neither know the Gentle / 

man, noꝛ how conſtant his loue was, but thus much my mind 
perſwadeth me, that had not his loue bin great, he would not 
haue grieued ſo much at your vnkindnefſe: but laue is of this 
foz ce, that it turneth the mind into extremes, oꝛ vtteriy bea- 
keth the heart; which fozce belike it had in him, elſe would 
he not haue done himſelte ſo much harme. But it map be (as 
you ſap) Ornatus hath not done himſeite outrage, but onlpa- 
bandoning company, liueth in deſpaice, ę ſo meaneth to dye: 
which ikit be ſo, then in my fancy; pon might doe well to let 
him by ſome meanes vnd erſtand that you did pity hun; @tay 
there, quoth Arteſia, pou mult firſt know whether A can dos 
it, oʒ no: ſoꝛ if A ſhould ſay,J pity wtth my lips, and he not 
find it ſo, it would dztue him to moze deſpaire;and therefoze J 
will leaue off to do that, vntill Jean unde whether J can do 
lo, oʒ no. Theſe 
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Theſe her ſpeeches dzaue Ornacus into a perplexed doubt, 
what to thinke, being no way aſſured of her loue, no2 pet vt- 
terly deſpairing thereof, ſo2 that her ſpaches gaue likelphood 
of both. @herefoze he durſt not ſpeake too boldly, left the 
ſhould ſuſpect him, but onely reſted in good hope to find com- 
fot, and by other meanes to trie her. 
Then taking his Lute, he began to play ſo ſweetly , as 
would haue rauiſht a comfoztlefſe mind, with great content: 
to heare which Harmonie, pleaſed Arteſia ſo well, that when 
he left, he would requeſt him, calling him Syluian, to play as 
gaine. Mhileſt he (at playing, Arteſia fitting clsſe by his 
ſide,fe!l kalt aſlepe: which he perceiuing, left off his plap, to 
ſurfet hunſelfe with beholding her (wet beautie, in which ho 
tooke ſuch delight, as alinoſt rauiſht his ſences; ſometimes 
thinking, whilef the ſlept, to impzint à kiſſe vpon her ſweet 
tuddie Lippe; but eating thereby to wake her, and loſe that 
delight kall contemplation, he deſiſted: beholding each part of 
her viſible fo21ne, which was moſt diuine, his minds was af- 
fected with in ward ſuppole, what perfections her hidden beau - 
ties did compꝛehend, which his fancie-perſnaded him, he vid 
in tonteit abſolutely contemplate. Then ſeeing her ſticre, e 
ſuddenly catcht his Lute againe, Uriking his ſweet Note, to 
continue her in that ſtumbet z and then againe laying by the 
ſame, to enter into his fozmer contemplation: Comparing 
his delight to exceede all heauenly iop; and wiſhing, though 
Artelia could not loue him, yet that the would alwapes grant 
him ſo to bchold her. | 
Tah en he had a good while continued in theſe Meditati⸗ 
ons, Arteſia awoke, which ſomeohat griened him; but when 
he beheld hor beautions epes fired vpon him, he thought him⸗ 
ſelf enriched with a heauenly happinefſe: To whom Artelia 
(aid; I thanke ther, good Syluian: foz thy wet Muſike hath - 
ſomewhat eaſed my heatf;by this quiet l@pe. O, what con- 
kent doe thep-enioy, that line void of care! and how happie 
was J, beloze J heard Ornatus Name? With that, che a- 
roſe, and they together went in: when Night appꝛoached, 
(which Ornatus thought too ſ _ come, (oz by that, he _

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loſe Arteſiaes ſight) euery one betooke themſelues fo thei 
ſeuerall Lodgings. ; 

Ornatus ſfudying what meanes fo vle, ts further his lone, 
wherein he lound many difficulties: ſometimes, in thinking 
Arteſia was in hops neuer ts heare of him againe; and ſome. 
times ſuppoſing ſhe did pitie him. And bring ouercome with 
contratieties of Doubts, he vttered theſs Complaints: 

What ſhould J doe fo pzocure my Content: when my . 
ſeries ars one way great, and my Joyes as erc&ding ; when 
my ZDeſpairo exc&deth, and yet my Comfozt aboundeth ? 3 
enioy Arteſizes lone,yet ſhe loueth me not; Jentoy her fight, 
and yet not her ſight : A haus as much Comfozt, as fills me 
with Joy, and yet J am deſperate with Deſpaire. Yow can 
that be: She loueth me as J am Syluian, but hateth me, be 
cauſe the loueth not Ornatus: Under the | ry of Syluian 
enioy her ſight, but not as Ornatus, and ſo aA dep3iued of 
her ſight: A teape extieding comfozt,by beholding her Beauty; 
but J live in deſpatre,that ſhe would ſhun Love, if ſhe knew 
what J were. Though J enioy many things, by being5yl- 

uian; pet am A depziued of all comfozt , as Jam Ornatu: 

Fo2 ſhe dermed him either dead, oz fled, hauing no hope ener 

to ſ& him; and if A ſhould ſhew any ſigne that he wers lining, 
_ oz nate, che would pzeſently eſchew my company: which,be- 
ing as Lam, A may enioy. And thus am I bold of all means 
: Gs her lone ; yet liuing as J am, I ſhall fill envy 
er lone, 

Why Ornatus, thou haſt better meancs to gius her knows 
ledge of thy lous in this Dilguiſe, then if thou liuedſt as Or- 
natus, Suppoſe thou ſhouldeſt make knowne to her what 
thou art, thinkeſt thon ſhe would bewzay the, confidering 
thou offereſt no otherbehaniour towards her, then that which 
agreth with Uerfue £ Oz what if ſhe did betray ther? wert 
then not better to endure the great eſt extremitie by her done, 
then pyne away withgriefe,in her abſence? Yes Ornatus, in 
being as thou art, thou art moze happy, and therstose mayeft 
thou be in (cms better hope of comfozt. What ifſhe will not 
lone ther? pet foz thy god-Will the cannot hats ther: And 


thou 
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though ſhe know what thon art, ſhewill rather conceale ther, 
then bewzay thee. Then try whether the loneth ther, oz no: 
bat how? Make my ſelfe tknowne ? No: 4 will weite a

bath committed no Outrage vpon himlelfe, but wilcly will deadiz 
fry me firſt ; and if J will not pteld to loue him, what will he J re! 


doe ? Marty, returne to his Father againe. This is Adclle. 
naes doing, and-acco2ding as I thought, they are agred ; the 
leſt this Letter here, and her J may blame, and not him: ez 
did not ſhe pꝛomiſe him to doe it, he would neuer of himſelſe 
attempt it. Sy luian, I pzap the counſaile me what J ſhould 
doe herein, foʒ my heart is oppꝛeſſed with many thoughts, that 
J will not vtter,vntilly know thy minde ?

verp vnlikelp, foz that thee was not here ſince peſterday- 
Neyther can I thinke any man can diſſemble ſo much, 4s 
to make theſe pzoteſtations, and pet be falſe: foz his wozds, 
in my fancie,beare an euident likelyhod of truth. Thereſe), 
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it may conunſellyou,yeld to that which is vertuons;and in ſo 
doing, you ſhall purchaſe your own god, his content, and per- 
petuail quiet to both your families. 

Would you haue ms then (quoth ſho) peeld fo lone mine 
Enemy? how is heyourenemy (quoth Syluian) when he lo- 
neth you? He is mine Enemy,becauſe his father haiing me, 
how can he laue me? Nay rather (quoth Syluian) his father 
not louing you, how can he chuſs but loue pou,becauſe he ſeth 
them hate you, that are wozthy to be beloned ? beſides, their 
hatred being vniuſt, it ſheweth his ver tue the moꝛe, to loue 
thoſe his parents hats: and it is commonly ſæne, where there 
is hatred befwirt the parents, the childzen haue loued moſt 
dearely, as in common experience it is ſ@ne : haue you 
not read the Miſtozies of Pyramus and Thysby, Romeo 

and luliet, and many other; whoſe lone was the moze 
8 „ by ſo much the moze their Parents hatred was 
deadly? 

J cemember ſuch Yiffoztes(quoth Arteſia:) but what was 
the end of their loue; was it not moſt miſerable? J graunt 
it was (qusth Sy luian) which was pꝛocured by their Pa- 
rents cruelty, but not their loue; wherein notwithſtanding, 
they tooke ſuch felicitp, that they ratherchoſe to dye together, 
then to be parted: which argueth , that the enmity twirt 
Parents cannot bzeake off lone twirt the childzen; pet 
might ſuch tragicall euents haue bene pzenented by wiſe- 
dome. But how know I (ſaid Arteſia) whether Ornatus 
loue be ſo conſtant, oz no? Can you haue any greater p2oofe 
thereof,then his own Lefters, the fozſaking of his Parents, 
andlining peraduenture in penury? but ifyou doubt of that, 
once agatne try him. Mell (ſaid Arteſia) J aſked but thy

A know thy anſwer will be, no: but how may Fbeleue tha?

im. But there ace lo many flips to hinver our fone, that 
though J loue him, J ſhall neuer eniop him. Fo2 ſhould my 
Parents know thereof,they would p2y ſo warily into my ac- 
tions, that it were (impoſſible fo2 me once fo haue a fight of 
him; whom I do ſcarce remember, J haue ſo ſeldome ſane 
him.

Good-mozraw Adellena, J know not whether J way 
ſatuts thee as a friend,o2 a pꝛiuꝑ foe,fo2 that by thy meanes J 
am bzought into bondage. 

J pꝛap thi tell me without diCembling ( which J feare me 
thou tanſt doe to well) when thoa ſaweſt Ornat us? and yet 
J kiiow khp anſwere befo2e J aſtze.

Doeſt thou not likewiſe ſap he laueth me; when thou know- 
elt the contrary, and doeſt but vifſemble?

continnally comfozting her with heartie ſpeeches, and carg- 
full attendance; not ſo much as once departing her Cham⸗ 
ber, but taking exceeding paines to pleaſure her: that ſhes 
tooke great comfozt in her ſuppoſed Syluian 3 who often- 
times would ſteale a ſweet Kiſſe from Arteſiaes Lips:which 
ſe permitted, taking the ſaine fo pzoceede from a conrteous 
minde, when Syluian did it of deeps affection; accounting 
the eſtate wherein he liued, to exceede all iopes, and his de- 
light paſt compare : pꝛoffering many Familiarities, that Ar- 
telia tooke in kind part, which otherwiſe ſhe would haue re⸗ 
fuſed, had ſhe knowne whom her Companion Syluian had 
beene. 

Ornatus marueiled, that all this time ſhe ſpake not of 
him: which he deuiſed to v2no her to doe, by many sccaſions; 
but theſe Extremities had baniſhed all remembzance of him 
dut of her minde. Which erceedingly tozmented Ornatus, 
fearing, this delay would ſome way furne to his ill: That 
whereas befoze time he was pleaſant, and merry, and ol⸗ 
lentimeg Would moue Arteſia to mirth by his diſpozt ; now 
that humour was alienated, and he became continually nice - 
lancholy, and ſad; oftentimes, when Arteſia was from him, 
getting into a ſolitarie place, to bewaple his hard fate. MUhich 
(he notes, and wond2ed at, thinking the ſame had pꝛoceeded 
from being ſo long abfent from his Countrey and Friends. 
One day ths found her deemed Syluian ſolitarie alone, and 
comming vnawares, heard her btter theſe wozvs : Oh, how 
bnyappy am Jztolone,and not to be beloued Sy luia eſpping 
her left off; to whom Arteſia ſaid: 

Why how now Sy luian, are you in loue ? Carit be, that 
four Mind is attainted with that venomous Serpent, that 
popſoneth the Sences, altereth the Complexion, troubleth 
e head and Heart? Shake it off, and caſt it out of pour 
ht : fo2 it neuer did any good, but hath bzeught many to 
Mpetuall miſerio.

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any ſuch cc in me, as you ſpeake of: but J take all comfozt 
therein; my ſences, heart, head, and all my parts, fake excg.

that, ſhe pulled out of her Pocket the Letter, ſaping , Theſe 
Lines, the fruits of his diſſimulation, were acto2s in his Uil⸗ 
lanie: with that, ſhe toꝛe them into a thouſand pieces. 
Syluian ſeæing the ſame, was roavy to ſwound with griele, 
1nd bzeathing foꝛth a heart-burning ſigh, ſaid: O, how is poꝛe 
Janocencie ſuſpeded! And being ready to ſay moꝛe, was diſs 
appointed by Floretus comming, who euen then entred the 
Garden: and finding them out, vſed many courteous ſpeches 
to them both, eſpeciallp coinfozting Arteſia; to whom he ſaid: 
Deare Couſin, fince theſe miſ-haps cannot be remedied, let 


patience remit all further grieſe; fo2 things paſt cure, ate not 
tobe lamented : but now commit the care of your laletie to 
my truſtineſle, that will as fenderly regard pour god, as mine 
owne lie. Therefoze be of comfozt, and whatſoeuer you de⸗ 


him manp thanks: and lo they went in. 
Arteſia being alone by her ſelle, could by no meanes fozaget 
what ſpeech the had with Syluian: epther thinking ſhe did 


laring, Bow is Innocence ſuſpected ! which che knew ſhe 
(pake, by her actuſing of Ornatus; which dꝛaue her into many 
doubtlull Cogitations, and troubled her Sences ercadingly : 
but by reaſon of her little ſuſpect of Syluians Diſguiſe, ſhe 
truld not iudge anp thing thereof. Syluian likewiſe nol da- 
ung to offend her, and louing her ſo dearelp, that he could net 
endure io ſe her diſquieted, vſed no moe ſpaches tending to 


elicitie, accounting himlelie moſt happy, to live and eniep her

Hame. And pet, los all this Miſchiefe that he hath done me, 


wiſedome now ouer-ſway pour paſſionate ſozrow, and with 


fire, ſyall be to the vfitermoſt accompliſhed. Arteſia peelded 


diſſemble, o was ſome other then ſhe ſermed; oz olſe, that ſſe 
was in laue with Floretus Then ſhe remembꝛed her ſperches, 


ue, but frequenting her tompanp, wherein he tokehis whole 


lweet pꝛeſente, being out ot hope to attaine her love, refreſh 
ing his heart with inany ſolaces of ſweet delight, in beholding 
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Mann dapes continued Syluian in this Diſguile: in which 
time, Arbaltus death was almoſt fozgotten; And Floretus, 
d2awne by Syluians manifold Uertues, began exceedingly ta 
affect her, uſing ſuch kinde behaviour towards her, that ſhe 
ſuſpected that, which afterwards the found true. Foz Flore. 
tus concealing his loue, felt the lame fo burne the moꝛe in- 
wardly ; and lining in that ſcozching Penurte, thought it bet. 
ter fo2 him fo manifeſt his loue, then by hiding the ſame, aug 
ment bis Toꝛment: aſſuring himſelfe to obtaine his delle, 
fa2 that Syluian was a Stranger, farre from Friends, and 
without bis friendſhip, likely fo come to Pouertie ; which 
be thought would be meanes of impoztance, to dzaw her ty 
like of him: Beſides, he thought that he might doe as ke 
lift with Arteſia, foz that ſhe was onely in his ouſtodie, And 
on a day finding Syluian alone in the Garden, comming tg 
her with a ſubmiſſe behauiour, he ſaid as followeth: 

My deare Syluian , J would gladly vtfer a matter of an 
impoꝛtance, if you will vouchſafe me gentle audience: d. 
it is, faire Damoſell, that my heart hath long time been 
enthꝛalled to pour Beautie, which J haue refrained to btta, 
fearing to be refuſed : but knew you how faithfully my heart 
is deuoted to your ſetuice, and with what fo2ment J hang 
concealed the ſame, you would pitie me. Py Eſtate is (ufft- 
cient to maintaine pou well, though not ſo wozthily as you 
deſerue: pon ſhall line with me in centented eaſe, and hang 
ſo faithfull and conſtant a friend, as no tozment noꝛ affliction 
ſhall alter. Thereloze J beſeech you, let me receive ſome 
hope of comfozt, by your gentle ſpœches, which ſhall expel 
many Cates from my froubled heart. | 

Syluian had much adoe to abſtaine from (miling, fo thinks 
how vnfit he was to yeld ſuch a reward as Florctus exp 
ted; but committing further conſideration thereof , to tims 
1028 conuenient, gane him this anſwere: | 

By minde, Sir, is vnapt to entertaine Love, conſiderins 
how farre F am from my Conntrey, and how ſoone J 1m? 
be ouertaken; therefoze, J pzay you, ſeeke not that at w? 
bands, which J will not grannt: but if with your faden -

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may line ſo quietiy as ſinte my comming I haus done, J ſhall 
thinke my ſelle moze beholding to you foz that, then foz your 
p;ofered loue,which J cannot y&ld vnto. Floretus thinking 
her loft anſwere was a ſigne ſhe would ſone peeld, ſtill pꝛoſe- 
cuted bis ſuit withearneſtnefſe;in ſo much, that Syluian told 
him, that as yet the could not fancy him, betauſe ſhe had notti⸗ 
all of him, but that ſhe would conſider further thereof. And ſo 
oz that time they parted. 

Floretus in hops to attaine that which was not to be had, 
and Sylaian in hope by this meanes the ſooner to attaine 
Arteſias lone, Firlt, conſidering that Floretus had the diſpo- 
ſing of her, and therefoze he muſt pleaſe him, leaſt otherwiſe 
he might be depzined of her company: Then he began to 
thinke of Arbaſtus murther, knowing alluredlp, that it was 
not acted by his fathers counſell, but rather by ſome ſecret 
foe,that might as well be Floretus, as any ofher, fez that he 
was the next Þelire,if Arteſia hindzed him not: which conceit 
teoke ſuch effectuall inſtance in his fancy , that with that 
his ſuſpect, comparing Floretus behantonr, counfenance,and 
little inquiry foz the murtherer, he plainely ſuſpected him; 
which by the Dinine Pzouidence , rather then by any eut- 
dent pzoofe, wasftirred in his opinion. Such murther is 
neuer vnreuealed, and though neuer ſo cloſelp done, yet God 
by ſome extraozdinary meanes o2 other renealeth the ſame. 
do came it fo paſſe with Ornatus, although he was no way 
pꝛiuꝑ to any ſuch act, oꝛ had any pꝛobability thereof, pet bg 
thought that Floretus countenance bewꝛaped his trecherp, and 


he could gather the truth, whereby he thought both to diſ- 
charge himſelfe of that ſuſpect Arteſia had ol him, and alſo 


to louehim; purpoſing fo leaue no meaues vnattempted to

| Carly the next mozning, Floretus not vnmindlull of his 
loue, which kept him from his fleepe that night, neuer lelt till 
he had found Sy luian, and comming to her, with manilold ſab-

therefoze he longed to haue ſome conference with him, toſe il | 


when ſhe ſaw his tnnocency and conffancy, ſhe might pield 
tp him: which he did the next time he ſpake with him, in this 
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miſſe ſpeeches, ſollicited his ſuits ; whom Sy luian cunningly 
handled, ſtill patting him in hope, and yet making him no pꝛo⸗ 
mile, witch let hi n the moze on ſtre, being fo faxte ouer⸗gonte 
with affectton, that he purpoſely determined either to win her 
leue, oꝛ hazard his owne life, and to leave no meanes vnat. 
tempted, were it neuer lo dangerous, topꝛature his own con- 
tent: That the mcze vnwilling he ſaw Syluian, the moze im. 
poztunate he grew. Cill at laſt Sy luian ſaid as followeth;Flo- 
retus , J know no reaſon vou haue to beſo impoztunate, 
when I ſ& in you no token of fidelity: but once hauing attai- 
ned your puxpoſe, ou wil eſtem me as lightiy,as eaſily won: 
Beſides, à le net how you can perſo2me any ſuch matter a 
pol pꝛomiſe, fo2 J being in a ſtrange tountrp, haue nothing, 
and pon fo2 ought I ſee, as little: then, vg matching with pon, 
I ſhall but bzing my ſelfe to pouerfy ,- and miſety, and then 
your loue now ſo hot, will be as cold, and Jas teiected, leſt off 
to viter miſery. Floretus not ſuffering'her to pzoc@dany ſur- 
ther, made this anſwere: Sy luian, doe yon not {& Arbaſtus 
wealth, will not that be ſufficient: the great poſſeſſions 'Jnow 
enioy by him, axe of ſubſtance to maintaime pou in all quiet, 
and peld you your hearts content. Arbaſtus wealth, ſaidSyl- 
uian, that is Arteſias by right, then how can you poſſeſſe the 
ſame, ſhe liuing? Doe but grant me loue, ſaid he, and J will 
quickly ſatiſſie p ou in that: J haue a meane to get all into 
mine owne hands; and therefozeJ beſeech pon, let no ſuch 
matter trouble pour mind; but be aſſured, that in enioping 
me, pou ſhall haue all happines and quiet, by ap humble, duti⸗ 
full, and conftant loyalty. Doe but aſſure me of this (quoth

One day finding her alons in a ſecret place in the garden at · 
ter many ſperches paſt betwixt them; whereby hs perceiued, 
the chietelt things that hindzed him, was his want of wealth, 
ind alter that Syluian had in ſome ſoꝛt made him a grant(on- 
jy to tre him) ho began to vetor his tull intent in this ſozt: 
Py doare Sy luian, J am ſo well perſwaded of your vertue, 
and pat ſuch confidence in your truſtineſſe, that J willreneals 
to vou the very depth and ſecrets of my heart, would you but 
(weare to k#pe my counſell: ſoʒ to pucchaſs your content, 1 
haus determined to put in pzacice a matter of ſecrecie, which 
toncernoth my life to be reuealed. 

$yluian hearing that, thought it better to (weare a thouſand 
dathes, and bꝛeaks them all, then by niceneſſe to endanger the 
life of Arteſia, which ſhe ſuppoſed ho aymed at; pꝛomiſe d him 
by many pꝛoteſtations, to kepe ſetret what ſoeuer he told her: 
whereupon Floretus,v2ged with hope to win her loue, 4 im- 
doldned in miſchiele, cared not what he did to attaine his wil, 
aid,as followeth:Syluian,you ſee Arbaſtus is dead, which was 
one ſtop that kept me from intoying great pefſeſſions, 4 my 
purpoſe is, ſo you will but vouchſafe to apd me therein, to be 
tid of Arteſia: then al that belongeth vnto her by her fathers 
death, ſhall ve yours to diſpoſe ol. Syluians heart thzobbed to 
hearehis ſpeeches, but determining to ſift him fo the full, ſaid 
as followeth: Floretus, J am ſure you ſpeake this only to try 
me, andſo fs trap me, and not ot any intent you haue ts pers 
fozme the lame, wherein you ſhall do me great wong, v our 
lelle no god: ſoz J cannot belæue you beare the leaſt thought 
to do it.

exccdingly offended with me, foz naming Ornatus, fs2 that 
vou ſuppoſed him to be an acoz in Arbaſius death: but beth 
he and Allinus are innocent, and fate from any ſuch thought, 
fo your Unckle Floretus was his murtherer, which he ton 
me himlelle.

Then Ornatus ſaid, J beſeech you pitie my tozment, which 
hath biged me to this boldneſle, being kruſtrated of other 
meanes to enioy pour pꝛeſence; my meaning being no other 
then vertuous, but reſting at your mercifuil diſpoſition: def, 
riag you to put aſſured con ſidente in me, fo pꝛeuenting Flo. 
retus intent; which vou nerd not doubt of, foz to my griaſe 
know it to be to true. | 

Arteſia maruelled exceedingly at the ſtrangeneſſe of theſy 
Newes ; but moſt of all, admired Ornatus loue: which 
could not tell how fo refed, fo2 that ſhe both well knew hed! 
ſerued loue,and the neceſſitte of time was ſuch, that her fafet 
reſted in his ſecretie; yet being not willing at that inſtant to 
pteld, without further aſſault,ſaid: J know not by what name 
to call you, when neither J know whether you are Sy luian, a; 
Ornatus; but which of both, your woꝛds beare great ſhelv of 
true friendſhip, which J feare me is not grounded in your 
heart, nepther doe J greatly care: fo2 ſince iny Unckle (@keth 
my life, let him take it, foꝛ J am wearte thereof, 

Let not your gentle heart (quoth Ornatus) make any doubt 
that J am Ornatus, though my counterfeif diſguiſe doth ſhiw 
me other; but either vonchſafe me loue, oꝛ giueme leaue to di 
foz Arteſia: fo2 that Potion that ſhould diſpatch pon, ſhall end 
my life; fo2 my life is bound fo pour command, and all mp la 

licitie refteth in your fanour : Mhich vnleCe you graunt, my 
life without the ſame will be but thozt, and the time 4 haut 
to liue, an endleſſe labpꝛinth of ſozrow. 

Adellena by occafion entred the Garden, and found Artcſi 
weeping, and Syluian in a heauie dumpe, ready fo fozment 
himlelfe, to ſ& her ſoꝛrow.

miſchiefe would ariſe, if he ſhouid ſay he had alreadie giuen 
herths Poyſon.

himſelke, and terrified en” + ſaid; That wicked Wo-

man hath murthered Arteſia, Syluian made no anſtwere, 
vntill Lenon layd hold on her: demaunding , where Arteſi, 
was; thee anſwering: By the enticement of that wickey 
Floretus, J gaue her a Dzinke, that vnknowing to me, hatz 
popſoned her. 

O wicked Creature, ſaid Lenon, thou haſt condem⸗ 
ned thy ſelle, and thereſoze wozthily ſhall thy accuiſed Life 
make ſatiſfaction fo2 her Death. Wlith that, hee began 
fo dꝛaw his Swozd: but Ornatus thinking it now no time 
to dallp, leſt he might by them be niutthered, caught hold on 
Lenons Swoezd, haning ſuch aduantage, that hee eaſily 
w2ung it from bim; and ſaid ; Wozthie Lenon be aduiſea, 
doe not thou ſeeke to ſpill my innocent bloud , without fur, 
ther conſideration, left foz the fame thou loſe thine owne, 
Thinkeft thou J am as faultie and guiltie as Floretus is: 
be aſſured J am not. But if thou loueſt Juſtice , lay hands 
on that Traytoz ; foz he, not J, is culpable of ſhedding het 
innocent blond. 

By this time, Lenons ſeruants perceining their contenti 
on, camo running in with their Swords dzawne z by their 
Lo2ds commandement, firſt appꝛehending Floretus, and af 
ter wards ſecking by violence to take Sy luian: but he ſtand⸗ 
ing in his owne delence, reſiſted them, alledging innocencit, 
Fill Lenon vowed and pꝛoteſted, if hee were not acceſſaris 
thereto, he ſhould have no other then Juſtice , and that his 
cauſe ſhould be heard befoze the Ring.

Ornatusbeingleft in tho Country of Natolia, tooke his 
milfoꝛtunes in ſuch heaup ſozf, that had not his hope to ſes 
Arteſia, againe withheld him, he had offered himſelfe ſoms 
onfrage , foz a ſeaſon giuing bimſelfe to fozlozne and cars⸗ 
leſſe deſperation , neyther regarding which way to pzs- 
vide foz his ſafofy, noz otherwiſe repecting what danger 
he might runno info, in that ſtrange country, foz ths 
Kane had landed him in a waſte and deſolate Coaſt of the 

duntry. 

Thus careelſſe did he continue a whole night and a dax, not 
lo much as ſeeking foode to pꝛeſerue him from famine : but in 
the end, hunger con ſtrained him to ſeeke ſucconr,but when his 
ſtomack ſerued him, he could find no meate, that with the ex- 
fremify thereol, calling ts remembꝛance his eſtate, he bttered 
theſe plaints. ; 

Thus confrary is nature to her ſubiecs, ſomefimes hoy- 
ſing them to the top of all felicity, and then with violence 
— them downe head long into the depth ol extreme

Eacly the next meꝛning he aroſe, firſt filling his belly, z ther 


his lap, with that pleaſant frutte the taſte whereof, was iin 


pleaſant wine, that being dꝛunke in abundance, will make the 
head light: which made Ornatus heart mertp, that he tranelled 
on apace. But Foztunenot contented with the mi erp he en 
dured alreadę, lent himanother affliaion: he zutred into a 
place like a Foꝛzreſt, beſet with Trers of huge pꝛopoztion, 
ſcaftered here and there, where he met with a wild e force 
Boe, that gaunted thoſe Delarts; who eſpping Ornatue,

Ornatus 
was glad of this pooze ſhilt, and ſtul caſt downe one Apple, 
and then another, that in the end he had almoſt thzowne a⸗ 
way all, and notwithſtanding that, feared to be deſtroyed: 
But the Boꝛe feeling his Bell full, and his hunger ſtauncht, 
left off his eager purſuit , and followed him moze carelcfly ; 
whom ye ſtill feddo with Apples, ſo long as his ſtoze laſted! 
that in the end the Boze being dzunke with the pleaſant 
Fruit, began to rele and ſtagger, and lying vowne, fell faſt 
alle pe. Which Ornatus (&ing, hauing no other then a knife 
about him, with the ſame appꝛoched the 15028, and without 
teare,violently thauſt the ſame lo deepe into the 1Bozes' bꝛiſt- 
— ſide, that it pierced his heart; and hee, aſtex ſome ftrug- 
ng, dees. 127 | 
Ornatus then held vp. his hands to Yeauerrfoz top, exeee- 
dingly applauding this his foztunate and vaerpeced eſcape ; 
which he tooke as a foztunate pzeſage of good ſutteſſe. But 
yet, befoze he could determine what fo doe, Foztune once as 
gaine ſhewed her mutabilitis: Foz when Ornatus had pat 
ted the Boꝛes head frem his huge body, and with the ſame 
was ready to depart, thecs paſt by, as it ſeemed, a'Knight - 
gallantiy mounted,in greens Armour; who eſpying a Wo- 
man bearing the Bozes head, dzow towarvs her, and ſald: 
Woman, where had thou that Bozes head ? J pzay thee 
deliuer it me. Ornatus made this:anfwere: Sir, J neednet 
doe tither, vnleſle 3 know moe tauſe then as pet J dor. The 
Knight hearing that ſhozt anſwer, alighted, and ſais 4 will 
ſhew no other reaſon, but chat J will haue it. Wii that, 
he began to ſtriue faz the ſame: But Ornatus having nde 
minde to his Dwoad, then to kape the Boꝛes head, ſavdenly 
taught hold thereof, and dzew the ſams out; which when 
he had gutten, ha ſaid: Diſtoyali and difcourteous night, 
now will J kœpe the Bozes head in defpight of tha. With

Ocnatus hearing her \p#ch28;thonght to try the end ofthis 
azuenture,which could be no wozſs then death, which of fozce 
he muſt now hazard, alighted laying downs the Boꝛes head 
bpon aTable that &wdbofoze the Ancients, with hamble and 
comly behaniour kiCing the Damoſels hand, who ſet the 
wzeaths of Flowers vpon his head, and taking him by the 
hand, bzought him boſoze the Ancients, one of whom ſtood 
bp andſatd : Moꝛthe Gentleman, whereas befoze thou wert 
by vs adindged to dye,as wozthy thereof, fo2 this thy valliant 
darde, wo freely pardon the,and acquit the from all treſpaſles 
that. thou haſt committed againſt any whomſoener vntill 
this pꝛeſent houre. 

And taking the Damoſell by the hand, ſaid, Lucida, acco2- 
ding to thy deſtre and his deſert, Jy&lb the vp to be his wifs.

But notwithitanding, yout lone Neri his debt is

eth, yea, my Life, your Loue, and perpetuall Gocd: which 
I feare to btcer, left vou ſhould miſconcetue the ſame; there 
being no other thing to hinder the content Alprinus ſeeketh, 
but onelp pour fauonrable conſent, to baniſh all miſtruſt of 
mp faith. 

Lucida matuslled at his ſprches; inderde louing dim ſo

Afterwards 
Lucidacame to Ornatus, tu determine how ſhe might come to 
ſ Alprinus, being moſt carefull of his health: and amongſt 
many other ſpæches, they concluded; that Ornatus the nert 
moꝛning ſhould depart towards the Fo2reftto Alprinus, an 
that ſhe by ſome meanes would come thither the next dap al.

Accoꝛding to this agieament, 
Ornatus very ea:ly the next mozning Armed himſelfe, and ag

you to him pzeſently.. © 1118+ 

Ornatus being coms to the Cell, acco2dingly found Alpri⸗ 
nus bery weake, by reaſon of his grieuous wound, to whom 
Ornatus declared al that happened betwene him and Lucida: 
which added no little comfozt to Alprinus heart, that he 
thought himſelle of ſufficient ſtrength to gos and meets with 
her; and therefoze told Ornatus he would goe and miete with 
her: and withall, yelded him ſo many thanks, as if by his 
meanes his life had beene pꝛeſerued. 

In the meane time they continued in the old Permits 
Cane;Alpricus in great comfozt,and Ornatus in no leſſe care; 
foz the ablence of his deare Artctia, bzeathing fozth many a 
ſtalding figh,and vttering many a {ad Emournfull lamentati⸗ 
on:foin(tmes btterly deſpairing of attaining her lonezandthen 
azaine.by remenibzing her vertues, growing into ſome better 
confidence of her conſtancy, Pet moſt of all, fearing that 
Lenons loue to her, might eyther by perſwaſion of his 
death, lozcs affect of dignity, oz by other meanes winne her 
to conſent fo him, elpecially foꝛ that ſhee had no Parents 
fo gouerne her, noz hee neuer a faithfull friend to counſaile 
her. 

The next day Alprinus and he went out to mate Lucida, 
whom they met at the entrance info the Fozreſt, and after 
many kind ſalutations paſt bet wirt the two lovers, they al- 
together went back into the towne, to Lucidas fathers houſe, 
who that mozning was departed to a Hauen, about buſineſſe 
ok impoꝛtance. Sek 

Ornatus was moſt kindly vſed of them, remapning there 
vitill Alprinus had wedded Lucida; but then he thought 
it high time foz him to depart: And on a time finding Al-

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prinus alone, who had ſhowne (ufficienttokens of his friemd- 
ſhip,he declared vato him the whole truth of his foze-paſey 
lous to Artclia, requefting his helpe , fo2 his paſſag+ nto 
Phrygia. 

Alprinus with great regard attended the whole diſcourſe, 
pzomifing his vttermoſt aſſitance;which (quoth he) none can 
effect ſo well as Lucida, whoſe father is a M archant, and ſen. 
deth fozth ſhips into ſundzy Pꝛouinces, who only may plea. 
ſurs you : which chargs J will vnd ertake, and cauſe her to 
deale ſo effectually with him, that you ſhall attaine your de= 
fire, Ornatuscontinuedin good hope,ſomewhat abandoning 
his fozmer deſpaire, whom fo2 a time we willleaue,attending 
tho time that ſome of the Ships ſhould depart, to ſpeake of 
Arteſia, his carefull louer.

Lenon woas ſo much grieued und bord at ber lpeches, 11 
that hes was ready to teaxe his hape, his loues extremitie 
making him rather mad then ſober , that pꝛeſentip he de 
2 ſaying no moze bat this: farewell RUE Ar- 
tea „ee. 

She was glad hee was gane, ozefently-telling Adellena 


_allthathadpalſt betwixtthem, and how peremptozily the had 


anlwered his impoꝛtunate ſuite: telling Adellena, that ſince 
Ornatus was foz her ſake baniſhed, thee would neuer loue a⸗ 
ny but him, and pzeſerne her life in hope to ſe him againe; but 

ould be the lateſt date of 
her like: both the. and Adellena thinking that Lenon would 
neuer returne to pꝛoſecute his lone; But he being tome to 
the Palace, bete hiaſelfs to his Chamber, raging moꝛe like 
a mad man, then a paſſionate louet; ſometimes ſwearing, 
turũng, and ſtamping, verlding ſo much to that madfancy;that * 
inthe end he vowedto obtaine Arteſias loue, though he ha⸗ 
zarded his like, honoꝛ, and god name:that raging in this ſoꝛt vsß 
and downe his Chamber, he eſpres an old Gentle woman 


named Flera, going by dis Mindow, whom he called vnto 


him, and thus ſaid: Flera, betanſe 1 haue aſſured conſi⸗ 
dence in thy fidelity, and parpoſe fo teward the liberally, - 
J crane thy counſell and with it thy conſent, to bee faith- 
full in concealing aling any ſecrets; and viligent in doing me 
tommand. The old Mag making an euill⸗kaſhioned low 
curteſis, ſayd: My deare ſonne Lenon, ve it to doe you god, 
will hazard my life, and rather be tozne into a thouſand 
pieces; then reueale what you ſhall vouchſale to tell mee. 


Then (quoth he) counſaile me which war 1 et begun 2 : 
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win a faire Damoſels Lone Parry my Lozd (quoth thee) 
giue her knowledge thereof, and then with faice leeches woe 
der: if that will not pzenayle,giae ber Gold, and there is ng 
doubt, but that faire Bayt will catch her. 
No,no (quoth he) theſe are of no fozce : J haue made my 
leut knowne to her, by humble Suites, ſubmiſſe Bebaniozs, 
and by all kinde of courteous meanes infreated her conſent 
vet fo2 all that, ſhes remaineth obſtinate: thee is rich, and 
therefoze Gold with her is of no fozce ; ſhe is fairs, vertuong, . 
noble, and chaſte ; then what Engine halt thou ts bnderming 
that Chaſtitie : 

Meanes pnough (quoth ſho) peraduentute ſhe is ruled by 
others counſaile, which may pꝛeuaple moze then your Sulfe; 
but might J haus acteſſe bnto her, A would not doubt but to 
alter her minde; foz being faire, young, and rich, thee cannot 
chuſe but delight to be pzayſed, ſubiect fo loue, and therefoze 
p&ld fo deſire. 

Doeſt thou thinke(quoth he) thou couldeſt win her, wert 
thou her K&@per? A warrant you (quoth che) A would dos it. 
Chen ſhalt thon bs her Kaper: ſ& that thou beſt to mozrow 
at my Fathers Caſtle in the grene Fo2reſt,where to mozrow 
by night this Damoſell ſhallbe,whoſe name is Artcha,daugh- 
ter to Arbaſtus lately dead : bſe her kindly, let her want no⸗ 
thing; noz be not in any Wiſs knowne, that thou kno well 
me, noz that the Caſtle belongeth to my Father; nos ſpeake 
not ol lone, in any caſe: vſe her in this ſozt, vntill J ſpeake 
with ther, fo; thou onely ſhalt haue her cuſtody. Flera being 
gone about her buſineſſe, hee found out fwo of his fruſtieft 
leruants, to whom hes imparted both his minds and in- 
tent: willng them the next mozning with ſpeede fo goe to 
Adcllenas houſe, and either by fozce oz faire meanes fo take 
Arteſia from thence, and carry her vnto the greene Foztreſſe, 
in the greene Foꝛreſt, where they ſhould finde Flera, to whoſe 
cuFody they Hould commit Arteſia ; and themſelues ſhould 
2 pꝛonide all things neceſſary,vntill his tom · 
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houſe whereinfo they boldly enterd, and comming to Arteſia, 
firſt ſpake her faire,bnt afterwards told her ſhe muff go with 
, them, ifnof willingly, by condraint. Arte ſia then began to 
burſt info feares, weping and lamenting excadingiy, vpon 
her kn&s intreating them, not to offer bp violence to carty, 
her fro thence, but il ther wouldnedes,that they would take 
Adellena with them: but all was in vain, foz they couſtrai- 
ned her to mount bp behinds ons of them, and away t.

Garments wet, fearing her hayze, and tozmenting mere

The next day Lenon tame thither , aſking Flera-bhow thee 
fared;who told him that ſhe would not fpeak,eate;noz dne, 
but fared like one mad and ſenceleſle.

Then Adellent began to ſtudie how to: reltaſe her ſtom 
thence 5 and with all haſte rode to Allinus houſe : where 
veing arriued, ſhe declared all that Ge knew as toncerning 
Ornatus; and how Lenon had cartied Arteſia by vinlence 
into the greene Foztrecs.; Alllnus being glad tochrare that 
Ornatus was aliue, pꝛomiſed fo; redeeme Artoſia from Le-

the ſame way he came, though the reavieſt,foz then he thought 
he ſhould meet them; but went a mögt ſecret way, thinking 
by that meanes to paſſevnſene; and entring into the plaines 
where Cattell fed, Allinus eſpyed a company comming to- 
wards them, whom he pꝛeſontip ſaſpocted to be Lenonzwhich 
in reaſon ho could not thinks, but that feare/perſtvaded him 
thereto ; The company like wile eſpping them (who were 
tertaine Ppzates, that were wandzed from their ſhippes, to 
ſteale Cattell) wondzed what they ſhould be, that were ſo 
late abꝛoad; and being ready to any miſchiefe, ſet vpon Alli- 
nus and his company; who thinking it had bene Lenon, 
would by no meanes pield, noꝛ ſpeake, fearing he ſhould deſcry 
them, but reſiſted the Pyꝛates; who being bſed to manyſuch 
metings, (one flew two of Allinus ſeruants, and had giuen 
bimſelfe many grieuous wounts,enfozcing him to yeld: who 
taking (rom him all that was god, and conftrayning Artclia 
to gos withthem, hated to their ſhippes; when hauing con * 
ueped her aba zd, to pʒeuent the woꝛſt, hoyſed ſayle, and laun⸗ 
thed into the Deep e. n 121-7 
Then was Allinus left-in moſf miſerable eſtate, with all 
ſpted halting to his houſe. Lenons ſeruants like wiſe were 
dy that time it was Midnight gotten ta the Pallace,and cal- 
led their Lo2d out of his Bed, to 3 him what Roy | 
| 3 pens: * 
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pened: who pzeſently mounted himſelfe, and with a (uffici, 
ent company cods to the Foꝛztreſſe; and entring,found Fler 
flaine. and ail elſe fled. Then began he fo muſs who only 
doe that deed, and what they ſhould be that had carried away 
Arteſia: by this time it was day-light, and Lenon teſted in 
erc&ding veration, to be diſpoſleſt of his beautifull Lone; yet 
he commanded his men to polt by companies ſeuerall wayeg, 
if if were poſſible to finde thoſe that had dene that deede, 
whileſt he himſelfe remayned there, bewapyling that miſſy, 
tune. Mis ſeruants had not rode farts, but {by the light of 
the dap, which diſcouereth things done in darkeneſſe ) they 
found Allinus two ſernants, whoſe dead bodyes they carried 
backe to the Foꝛtreſle. Lenon ſtring them,pzeſently afured 
bimſelfe,that Allinus was a party in this action, and that hy 
had taken away Arteſia, to ſeeke her death. To pzeuent 
which milchiefs (as hs thought then oꝛ neuer to be done) he 
pꝛeſently rode home to the Court, and humbly vpon his kna 
intreated his Father to graunt him licence with a lufficient 
power fo reſcue Arteſia from Allinus, who intended to mur. 
ther her: declaring, how he himſelle found her in Adellcnas 
houſe, and how that he had placed her in the greene Foz2trefſe, 
fo defend her from Allinus and others crueltp, being leſt Fa- 
therleſſs; and how that Night Allinus had taken her from 
thence by Treaſon, and intended no lefſe then her 1ting, 
__ King hearing his ©onnes ſpeeches, graunted his te- 
queſt. 

Then pzeſently diners, to the number of thzee hundzeth 
men, with as much ſpeed as could poſſibly be, armed them- 


into which, they violently, and bnawares fo enp within, 
entred. Lenon pzeſently layd hands on Allinus, whom he 
found ſoze wounded , aſking him fo2 Arteſia ; who thitt- 
king ſome of his ſernants had befoze bewꝛaped what hee 
had dona, pzeſently confeſt the truth of all, both ol his intent, 
and how Arteſia was reſcued from him, but by whom hee 
knew net, and how at that time two of his ſeruants were

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ſelues, and in haſte with Lenon went to Allinus Caſtle; 
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Lenon giuing no credit to his ſpa ches, neuer left till he had 
ſearched the whole Caſtle thzaoughont: but not finding her, 
accuſed Allinus that he had mutthered her, commanding his 

men to binde him, and carty him as a Traytoz to the Court. 

Who being come befoze the Ring, conkeſt the truth as beſoze 

he had done, vtterly denying, that he neuer ſought Arteſias 

death, but her (afetie: But pet notwithſtanding, the King 
was ſo oner-ruled by Lenons accuſattons and perſwaſions, 
that he committed him to Peiſon, his Gods and Lands were 
ſeized vpon as a Traytoz his Lady Wife turned out of does 

in pooꝛs Arrap, and all Crueltie and Outrage committed a · 

gainſt his Þeruants and Kinſfolkes, and commaundsment 

ginen, that none ſhould ſuccour them. 

Allinus being in Pziſon,laden with Jrons, and hardly vſed, 
pet endured that Affliction patiently; but hearing of his Las 
dies calamitie, and how ſhe was vniuſtly conftrayned to beg, 
that all her life long had biene tenderly bzought vp, thought 
thoſe ſozrowes would ſoone bzing her to an end; and entred 
into many bitter lamentations foz her and his owne miſfoz- 

tune, which were tw tedious fo recite. Mis ſeruants were 

tonſtrapned to diſguiſe themlelues, and trauell into further 
places of the Countrep, to line bnknowne ; otherwiſe, none 
would haue entertatned them. Mis Lady was compelled to 
ſake out a Binſwoman of hers, that lived in the Countrep: 

A whom the was entertained, and there liucd a pooze life, 
karte differing from her fozmer like; which ſhe togke moſt 
pattently, - + | i 
And thus was Allinus Youſe defaced,his Gods and Lands 
ſeized vponhimſelfe impꝛiloned, his Ulife in pooze eſtate, his 
Setuants dziuen to wander from place to plate, ready often 
to periſh foʒ want of ſuccour, and all his dignitie turned to 
miſerie, onely by Lenons malice ; who had no greund fog 
thoſe Accuſations: he vſed againſt him, but onely of a vaine 
ſuppoſe, and mad frantick affection that onerervled his heart:

How Orratus gat ſhipping into Phrygia. How Alina was 
ſet at hibertic ; and how the Pyrates caſt Lots who ſhould 
pollcile Arteſia. 


Za &, Rnatus all this white remayned in the 
Countrep of Natolia, with Alprinus and 
Lucida ʒin great grieſe, foꝛ want oł means 
. to depart into Phrygia, to ſee what was 
B05 5» become of his deare Loue Arteſia: But 
14 WP, being a long time fruſtrated, by reaſon 
none of the ſhips that were at Des came 
home, he began to deſpaire; thinking, that 
Arteſia ſuppoſing him to be dead, by reaſon of his long ab ⸗ 
ſence, would now marry Lenon : which griefe, and many 
other doubtfull thoughts oppꝛeſt his heart with ſuch paſſion, 
that he began fo ware ſicke, and afferwatds fell info an ex⸗ 
ceeding Fever, which held him foz the ſpace ol thzee moneths 
in great extromitie; which ſurely had abzivged his dapes, had 
he not beene moſt carefully nouriſht by Lucida, who had an 
eſpeciall care of his good. 

During which time of his @ickneſſe, certaine ſhippes of 
Phrygia wauted on the Coaſt of Natolia, ſome foureteent 
miles diſtant from the Mowne where Ornatus was; 
of which hee had intelligence, by certains Faco2s belong: 
ing fo Lucidas Father: Mhich newes reuiued his ſpirits 
with Joy , befoze dzouping with Care, that within few 
dapes he recorered his fozmer Health, Which greatly re- 
iopced Alprinus and Lucida; whoſe hearts were linked 
bnto him in Bands of  vuſeparable Friendſhip : Who 
likewiſe dealt ' ſo effectually foz him, that they attapned 
warrant foz his paſſage, and furniſhed him with all kind ol 
neceſſaties, and ſufficient ſtoze of Gold to beare his Charges. 
Lucida like wiſe entreating her Father to agr& with the Phry- 


gian Merthants foz his conuoy,foz that himſelte would not be 
| knowne, 
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knowne,diſguiſing himſelle into the habit ofaPilgtim,which 
kind of people might without diſturbance paſſe vnexamined, 
and without moleſtation. And the time ol his departure be- 
ing come, he fooke his leaue of Lucida: Who toke his depar- 
ture with ſuch exc&dingſo;row, that the abundance of her 
flowing teares ſtopt the paſſage of her ſpech. Alprinus like- 
wiſe with many conrteſies bad him farewell, and wiſhed his 
pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe. Thug departed he the confines of Nato- 
lia, where hee was in ſo ſthozt ſpace ſo well beloged , and (0 
kindly vſed, that had not his lone fo Arteſia, and hope to find 
her in ſafety, conſtrained him, he could haue been contentedto 
haue ſpent the terme of his liſe in that place. 

The Parchants of Phrygia had not ſapled many dapes, 
but they arriued in a Pauen ſome ten miles diſtant from 
the Court, whither Ornatus determined to trauell: and ha- 
nung taken his leave of the Mariners, and papd them their 
due, furniſhed with all things fit fo2 his diſguiſe, he tooke his 
ionrney, and the ffriſt night lodged at a Uillage neere adioy- 
ning to his Fathers Caſtle, the cuſfome of which place hee 
well knew befoze, and therefoze ſramed his behautour accoz- 
dingly. And being ſet at Supper amongſt ſuch Gueſſe as 
lodged in that honſe with him, the Yoaſt, named My lo, ſub- 
denly ſighed, which one ol them noting, demaunded, what ins 
ward griefe dzatie him thereto? Marry fir (quoth he) if you 
haue not already heatdthe newes, J will tell you is much as 
I know,which J would J had neuer knowne. Ulithin few 
dayes there dwelt an ancient Knight hereby,named Allinus, 
ercedingly well beloved of all men, who is latelp fallen into 
great miſery,the occaſion whereof was this; then did he de. 
clare the manner of all that had happened to Allinus, how 
Arteſia was taken from him, but by whom no man knew, 
him(elfe in pꝛiſon, his gods confiſcated, and his wife and ſer⸗ 
nants turned out ofdozes, with command, that none fheuld 
ſuccour them. i 

Ornatusheart was ſo pincht with this nc wes, that he was 
reaby to fall vnder the Table: which old Mylo and thereſt 
noted, perteiuing ſuch a change 25 countenance in him, = 
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they all d&med him fo bs excedingly ſick: but he fearingto dit. 
touet hinaſelfe, told them, it was but an/o2dinary courſs with 
him, to beſo troubled. But being bnablo to mitigate that 
paſſion, he role from the Table, and gat to his Chamber: 
where being alone, he began to meditate the depth of theſe 
milchances , imputing the oziginall thereof to pzocabe 
fromhimſelfe; that he entred into theſs bitter plaints : Py 
miſfoztunes are without compars, and J moze miſerable 
then any wzetch liuing: Be my euill deſtinies, Arteſia wag 
firſt left in miſery, afterwards tmpziſoned , and now ſurpzi- 
ſed, by thoſe that will infend her ruine, oz diſhonour z my 
Father impꝛiſoned, my Mother baniſhed, any all his Lands, 
Liuings, Seruants,and Friends, taken from him, and he ſub⸗ 
tect to Lenons mertꝑ, that is mercileſs, cruell, deceitfull, and 
malicious. | 

Daly by my folly, are theſs miſchances befallen. Can 
there be any, moze wꝛetched then iy ſelfe ? hath not my la- 
ther cauſe fo with , that he had neuer begotten me, and my 
Mother, that ſhe had neuer bozne me? Path not Arteſia canſg 
to accuſe me, hate me, and fozſake me, when foz my ſake, by 
my folly,and want of wiſedoms , ſhe is bought to ſo many 
miſeries: | 
Mhat ſhall J doe? oz what remedy (hall I ſ@ke, when all 
things is paſt recure? Whom may I blame, but my ſelſe? Js 
there any that is intereſſed in the cauſe of theſe woes, but my 
ſelfe: Lenon, Lenon, as well as mp ſelle, hath pꝛocured theſe 
evils : his affection to Artelia, hath cauſed my bantſhment, 
my Parents woe, and her loſſe. To traaeil in her ſearch, and 
leaue my father in pziſon, the one would be in vaine, when 
J know not whither ſhe is conueped, aad the other dange- 
rous tohisſafety ; foz Lenon, no doubt, of malice will ſcke 
his death. | 
In theſe and ſuch like plaints he ſpent met part of that 
night. | 

Carly the next moꝛning, comming out of his Chair ber, 

hs heard a great tumult in that Uillage ; the occaſion where; 
of, was this: Such as were Tenants and friends to — 
| earing 
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hearing of his vniuſt impꝛiſonment, and with what ernelty 
Lenon ſonght his ouerthꝛow, aſſembled themlelues together, 
with purpoſe fointreate the King foz his releaſe; that in the 
ond there was thz&hundzed ofthem allembled. The common 
people, e ſuch as were idle perſons,and ready to any attempt, 
milconceining their intent, and bearing a minde deſirous of 
libertie, which they thought they wers reſtrained from, by cer- 
taine ſtrict Lawes the Ring had made, gathered vnto them, 
that contraty ts their expedatlon, there was a multitude:tho 
intent ol whoſe aſſembly, being demanded; they anſwered , 
that they meant fored&@me Allinus; amongſt whom,Ornatus 
in his diſguiſe, thzuſthimſelfe,vfing many fo2cible perſwaſi- 
ons to vage them fozwards to that attempt; that they were 
ready to tunne confuſedly to the Court, not regarding dans 
ger, noz the diſpleaſure of the Bing. 

One of Allinus friends, named Thraſus, ſtanding vp a- 


mongl the reſt, craued audience; to whom they all liſtened, . d, 


whileſt he ſaid: 

J perteiue, pour intent is to roleaſe Allinus, wherein you 
ſhall hew pour lone to him, and doe a debe wozthpfo be e- 
ternized, fo2 that he hath not at all deſerued fo haue ſuch in- 
iuſtice miniſtred vnts him: therefoze be wiſe in this attem pk, 
and firſt know againſt whom pon beare armes; that is, a= 
gainſt pour lawfull King, who may puniſh this fact with 
death,fo2 that ws vndertake to bzeake thoſeLawes which he 
bath ozdained- 

But follow my counſell, and J will ſet you downe aconrſe, 
whereby you ſhall attaine pour dere, and bee void of any ſuch 
danger, which is this: Firſt, let vs all repairs to the Court, 
and humbly intreate the King fozhis relcaſe ; if he will not 
grant that, then, that he would haue his cauſe tryed by the reit 
ol the Peres of the Land:UWhich if ho alſo deny, then may 
we with good cauſe venture our liues in his reſcue. The mul- 
titude hearing Thraſus, in figne ofconſent, allcryed, Thraſus, 
Thra ſus, ſhall be our Captaine. 

Then pzeſently enery one with ſuch furniture as they had, 
haſted to the Court, and comming together, would not ſam — 

L 2 enter 
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enter by fozce, but with a fall conſenty&lded to Thraſus di 
recions, Who deficed one of the Guard to certifie his Ma⸗ 
ieſty,that there were a number ol his Subiects gathered toge- 


ther, with no intent ol euill, but onely humbly to crane a 
bone at his YighneCe hand. The Ring being certified hereof, 


was much troubled in his mind, what the thing ſhould bethey 
would demand, and being periwaded by Lenon, would not 
himlelt come out, but ſent one oł his Knights to demand what 
was their requeſt. Thraſus declared vnto him the cauſe of their 
comming, and what they demanded. Which when the King 
bnoerſtood , being exc@dingly inraged at their boldneſs, 
bad thelimaht make them this anſwere,That he was not by 
bis Subiects to be controlled, and theretoze denped to per- 
fozme the leaſt of their demaund: commaunding them pꝛe⸗ 
ſently to depart eucry man to their ſeaerall place, leſt he pu- 
niſhed their pꝛeſumption with death. The Mellenger had 
not ſcarce ended his woꝛds, but pꝛelently the vnrulp multi- 
tud e began to ruſh in at the Court gates, ſome careleſip rui⸗ 
nating whatſocuer came next hand, ſome bzeaking downe 
Wlindowes,ſome aſſapling ſuch as reſiſted them, and euery 


one bent to doe miſchtete. The Ring fearing the peoples vn⸗ 


ruly rebellion would turne to ſome greater milchcefe, then 
could ſuddenly be pꝛeuented, and might alſo envanger his 
Perſon, not knowing who had inſtigated them thereto, with 
the Autens and Lenon fleb;- Which when Thraius knew, 
calling to the multitude, he willed them, not in any wile to 
deſtroy the lings houſe , no2 attempt any thing moꝛe to dil- 


pleaſe his Bateſty, foz that the Ring was departed, and he had 


Allinus at liberty. But notwithifanving, ſome bent only to 
inrich themlelnes, ſpopled the Rings kreaſute, and vtterip 
defaced. the houſe : by which time the night dꝛew nigh aud e- 
yerp one began to withdzaw themſelnes. Allinus ſœing what 
excœding milchiefe this attempt had bꝛed, which was done 
contrary to his thought, and without his cenſent, pet thought 
it beſt not to truſt to the Rings mercy, though he were neuer 
ſo innocent; fo2 notwithſtanding that, he would ſuppoſe it 
was dane by his pꝛocuement: thereloze (after Thraſus had 


willed -

willed the baruly multitude to depart as ſecretly as they 
tould, euery one to bis houſe, to pꝛeuent further danger, and 
laue their liues, by keeping themſelues bnknowne ) he and 
Thraſus that Night without delay diſguiſed themſelues, and 
fled towards the Coaſt, to get ſhipping foz Armenia, whither 
they intended to franell. 
Ornatus was by, and beheld all this, glad of his Fathers 
eſcape, not purpoſing at all to diſcouer hiunſelfe, vntill he had 
found Arteſia, in whoſe ſearch he meant pzeſently fo trauell: 
but ſuch confuſed thoughts, whither to direchis ſteps, did ſo 
ouerwhelme his conceits, that hee reſted like one metamoꝛ - 
phoſed, not knowing whether he ſhould ſeeke her by Sea, oz 


by Land: By Sea, he thought his labour would be in vaine; : 


and if he ſhould goe to finde her by Land, he knew not whe⸗ 
ther ſhe might be at Sea, and ſo conueyed into iozaine Coun- 
tries. At lat remembzing he had heard Mylo ſay, ſhe was 
reſcued from Allinus in the Deſarf, where his Cattell fed, he 

determined fo trauell thither, though he hav little hope to fino 

her there. And being come thither, ſometimes bewapling her 
abſence , accuſing his hard foztune, bzeathing fozth bitter 

ſighes in rememb2ance of her loſſs, and renewing the res 

membzance of their loue, he ſpent ſome th2eo dapes in that 

place, vttering thoſe Plaints to the Trees and Birds, foz 

otherwiſe there was none to heare him: Where toz a while 

ws will leaue him. 

The Pyaates hauing, as is befoze ſaid, taken Artelia from 
Allinus, and with her, ſuch wealth as they could finde about 
them; hauing withall furniſhed themſelues with the ſpople 
of ſuch Cattfell as fedbe in thoſe places, returned to their 
Dhippe,and with haite hoyſed ſayle. The Night being now 
paſt, one that was chieke amongtt the reſt, named Luprates, 
went downe to view 'Artel1a, hauing as pet not ſeene her 
veautie, by reaſon of the Night ; and now comming neers 
her, and beholding her diuine fozme , his minve was p2e- - 
(ently rauiſht with that fight, and he thought that none but 
himlelfe ſhould enioy her: which tooke ſuch etficacie, that 
whereas beſozs pe intended nothing but Her viſhonour , hie 
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minds was now altered,q he intended fo bſe her in moſt rene, 
rent g decent ſozt,and not by cruelty,but courfeſte,to win her 
loue. But beholding her teares, and exceeding lamentation, 
and how impattently ſhe endured the exlremities ſhe wagdzj 
uen vnto, comming towards her with a moſt ſubmille geſture, 
friendly countenance, and gentle (pech, he ſaid: if 
Faire Lady, be not any thing diſquieted, that pon are made 
captiue to ſuch as delight in ſpoyle: foz though our minds are 


stherwiſe bent to all inciuilitie, vet to your ſelfe ſhal no wzong 


be otfredz ſuch bertue hath your beauty impꝛinted in my heart: 
and whereas heretofoze, without mercy,both J and the reſt of 
my conſozts haue not regarded the plainfs,viſtreſſe,noz what 
wꝛong we haus offered either to Lady oz Damoſell; pet to- 
wards pour lelfe is my heart alfred, and my meaning honeſtly 
bent: that J aſſure you not only of quiet, and to be void of all 
wꝛong by vs to be done; but alſo, wherein ſoener A may wozk 
your will,quiet,caſe,oz deſire, J wil moſt willingly tmploy my 
vttermoſt indeuoꝛs. Then I beſtech you mitigate thoſe cares, 
baniſh this ſoꝛrow, and dꝛie vp pour teares ; foz you haue ns 
cauſe of care, noz occaſion of ſozrow ; but rather to ſay, this 
bertue reſteth in me, fo alter tude and barbargus mindes 10 
ciuill and vertuous behauioz. 

Arteſia locking earneſtly vpon him, being indued with an er 
c>ding wit, thinking it beſt to ſpeake him faire, that vſed her 
ſo kindly, ſaid: Sit, 4 know not how ko mitigate my griefe, 
when it encreaſeth ; oꝛ how can J be void of care, vnleiſeJ 
ſhould grow altogether careleſſe, being only ſubiect to woe, and 

none ſo bnfoztunate as my ſelfe, hauing endured ſo many af- 
flicttons g croſſes in all reſpects,that J know not hob to aſſure 
my ſelle of the leaſt quiet? Chen give me leaue to continue i 
endleſſe plaints:t᷑ do not blame me of impatiency,noz think J 
ſuſpec pour ſperches, oꝛ diſtruſt pour fidelity, if in ſome ſoꝛt J 
tontinue my ſozrows;fo2 I haue ſo long continued in them, as 
A can better away with th# then mirth,fo2 y to me is a ſtrager. 
Pet notwithſtanding, my heart will harbour ſome quiet. if be 
pour couiteſte I map reſt in ſecuritp,. a be ſheltred from wong. 

By this time they were arriued at theirplac e eee 
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was betwirt p hollow of flvo Rocks, oꝛ rather rocky Jlands, 
where their ſhip lay ſafe from weather,x ſo far vnder their ſha- 
dow, it could not be (ene:themſelues conueping ſuch wealth 
as they frõ time to time got, into hollow Caues, ot great large- 
nes;where was all things neceſſary. And hauing faſtned their 
hip, the reſt of Luprates fellows called him vp: who came, and 
bought Arteſia into the Caue who beholding yſame,was (ur- 
pziſed with an exca ding diſcofozt,of euer getling li om thence. 

Dome of the ruder ſoꝛt liking Arteſia, began their rude be- 
hauiour towards her; but Luprates ſtepying vnto them, vtte- 
ted theſe ſpesches: My maſters, thus long haue I lined pour 
Captaine in this place with care,reſpecting your god as much 
2s mine owne, and taking but an equall ſhare with you of 

ſuch P2izes as we haue taken, and rather the leaſt part; now 

onely,in reſpect of my faith and fidelify, J requeſt to hans this 

Damolell as my Pꝛize, the reſt of the Wealth take you ; In 
doing which,you ſhall binde me vnto you foz guer. 

One of the reſt liking Arteſias Beauty as well as he, and 
ofa moze rude mind, diſdapning that he alone ſhould haue her 
in poſſeſſion, ſaid: Captaine,ali which you ſay,we confeſſe to 
be true; nepther hath our care been any way leffe then p ours, 
thereſoze ther e is no reaſon why you ſhould clayme any pecu⸗ 
lar pꝛiuiledge aboue any of vs: beſives,you know we made a 
Lalo, bound ous ſelues to perfozme the ſame by Dath, which 
was, That none ſhould poſleſſe any thing, without the gene- 
tali conſent of vs all. Then perſozme thaie Conditions, + let 
her belong to vs all, oz to the chiefeſt of vs, and in ſo doing, nei⸗ 
ther of vs hall ſuſtaine wong. Thus began thep to contend. 
avout Arteſiaʒ euery one deſirous to pollelle her, q yet nepther 
willing any ſhould gaue her but himſelle, that they were likely 
to mutinp and fall out: till at the laſt, theꝑ concluded to caſt 
Lots, and (h2 fell to Luprates ſhare,that was the moſt wozthy | 
of that pꝛiuiledge, foꝛ that he bare the moſt vertuous mind. 

Thus foz a time this ſtrife was ended, and Arteſia was by 
Luprates kindly vſed fozmany dapes: in the end, their Uicuals - 
began to waſte, and they thought it high time toſ@k foz moze, 


that they determined to letch in ſome, as beloze they had ns J 
Du 
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But then began Luprates to take care, in whoſe cuſtody tg 
leaue Artelia, left in his abſence they ſhould doe her wzong. 
Amongtt the reſt, he choſe out one whom he thought fitteſt 
and to him he committed her: by whole meanes, Arteſia 
reſted voyd of diftutbance , theugh not vopd of exceeding 
care , that continually tozmented her; fearing neuer to (ce 
Ornatus againe, noz to be releaſed from that place of 
Bondage.

Luprates demaunded what hee was: J 
am (quoth he) a moſt miſerable fozlozne 
creature, by miſfoztune dzawne fo all ex⸗ 
tremitie. Then (quoth be) art thou not foz our company: 
and with that they departed, leauing him there, | 
Ornatus heart began p2eſently to miſdoubt, that they wert 
the verp ſame that had taken Artelia from Allinus; which 
made him pꝛeſently ſtudie how to haue them appzehended: 
and remembꝛing, that he had heard many complaine, that their 
Cattell were often ſtolne, he ſuppoſed verily them to be the 
Mheenes; that with all the haſte he conld,he ranne to the ner! 
Uillage, and rapſed the Towneſmen, telling them what hs 
had ſeene: who pzeſently ined out, and with ſuch weapons 
as came next hand, followed the Pyzates. and ſoone found 
them; ſetting vpon them, tooke two of them, and the ref, 
ſome ſoꝛe wounded and hurt, fled to their Shippe, and wil) 
all the haſte they could, gat to their Yarbour, * 
=a 
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Earlythenertmozning, theinhsbitantscenveyedthe Py- 


rals to the Court, who bbeingcome beſoze the Ning, conle ſled 


manner of theit lite; and where they liued. Then Lenon pꝛe⸗ 
ſently ſuppoſed, that they were the very ſame that had talen 
Arteliafrom Allinus; and demanding the ſame ot them, they 
told him that there was ſuch a Damoſell in their Caue, and 
that he told them der name was Artelia, Then Lenon 
without dclay,ſtrongly uccompanied, rode to the next Hauen, 


and there got ſhipping, by the Pyzats directions, to finde out 


their Fo2f. Ornatus like wiſe, alter he had raiſed the people, 
ſecretly followed the Pyzats, vnto the place where their chip 
lay, and among ſt the reſt, entered the ſame: who, by reaſon ol 
their haſte, and exc@ding ſeare, regarded him not; who thzuf 
himſelfe into that danger, only to ſ&@if Arteſia were in their 
cuſtody, not recking how his life might be endangered there | 
by: but thePyzafs,by Lupraces direcions,haſted to the Fozt. 
and from thence tobe Artctia into their Ship, not daring to 
ſay there, fo2 that they knew ſome of their tellowes were ta. 
ken, who might by compulſion be conſtrained to reneale the 
place of their abode. 

Ornatus na ſoner eſpyed Arteſia, but he knew her, and his 
heart leapt within him, loz top to ſa that happy ſight : but he 
durſt not ſpeake to her, noz ſcarce ſettle his epes to behold her, 
fo; feare ol ſuſpect, foz that Luprates maruelled how he came 


amongſt them, demanding what he was, and what he made 


there? Jam (quoth he) a pooze Pilgrim , that againf 
— will was by ſomeof this company conſtrained to come 
abozd. | 
Luprates bel&uing he ſaid true, made no further queſtion, but 
with haſte ſayledfrom Phrygia, conveying Arteſia into his 
Cabbin,vſing many ſperches tocomfozt her. | 
They had not ſayled manyhoures, but a contrary winde 


began to ariſe, and the Heauens were darkened with thicke 


Clouds, and ſuch a mighty tempeſt aroſe, that the Ship was 
by violence dzinen back, their maine Paſt bzoken © fhzowne 
oner-bozd, and all in danger ofdeftruction, had not the Land 
bene neere; foz the Ship dziuen by violence of the Sea, ran 
| M a ground, 
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a ground, and there ſplit in ſunder,and the Pyzats with great 
haz ard eſc aped dzowning;none ofthe,nozLuprates,once regar= 
ding Arteſia:hut Ornatus ſ@ing in what perill ſhe was, caught 
hold on her, and getting on ta a Planke, being withall ſome. 
what ſkilfall to ſwim, with much adoegat on fs the firme 
Land, and pꝛeſerued her from a miſerabls death by dzowning, 
Me was no{oner pal danger, but Luprates would hang 
taken her ſrom him: but Ornatus ſeeing none but himlelfe 
there, and all the reſt fled foz feare, told him, fince he had foz- 
faken her in extremity, be was not woꝛthe of her; and there. 
foze ſhould not haue her. Uillaine (quoth Luprates) pteld het 
me with quiet, oꝛ elſs thy lite ſhall not detaine her, Mith that, 
Ornatuscaught hold on a Bod, Which hecleft in ſunder with 
his fote, and with the ſams gave Luprates ſo ſuddaint and 
deadly a wound, that the bꝛaines fell about the place, and hg 
dyed. By this time the ſtoꝛme was quite ouerpaſt:and Orna. 
tus ſæing his deare Lous very weake, with feare and diſtem- 
perature;by the arme led her vnto a moſs Banke, where the 
Sunnes bzight beames had full fozce to dze her garments, 
daopping with wet. | 
Artelia ſæing how tenderly this ſtranger regarded. het, 
and with what paine he had pꝛeſerued her. when ſhe was of 
all but him fozſaken, being willing to ſhew that ſhee was 
gratefull,ſaid-: Six, the paines you haue taken, and friendſhip 
vou haue ſhewne to me, deſerue moze thanks and iecom- 
pence then J am able to gine ; and theceto2e J deſire you fo 
thinke, that if J were able, J would requite the ſame: but my 
milfoꝛtunes ave ſo excæding, that they withhold me from do- 
ing that J would; only thanks is the ſmall rrquitall J can 
verld, in token of a gratefull mind, being by pour meanes at 
mo2e quiet then many dapes J haue bene, though moꝛe dil 
quieied then you would iudge: but now I rely vpon your vt 
tues, with hope thereby to be pzeſerued,and not dzigen to fut- 
ther miſerp. . 
Faire Lady (quoth Ornatus) my life ſhall be ſpent in vour 
dekence; neither will J part from you, vntill J haue bzough! 


von to the place which von deſire: requeſting you to make v0 
| doubt 
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doubt of my loyalty, A ſuppoſe ycur name is Arteſia, becauſe 
(quoth he) in my trauels J haue met a Gentleman of this 
country,named Ornatus, ot iubom J learned the truth oi ma 
ny of our miſfoztunes: who J aſſure p ou is in god health. 
ble led newes (quoth ſhe) then will J hope once againe to ſeæ 
my deare Ornatus, whoſe abſencehath t@ne my enly cauſe of 
woe. 

She had ſcarce ended thoſe wozds,but Ornatus eſpyed a ſhip 
tuen then come aſhzozo where theirs were caſt awap, meoſt of 
the men landed, which was ths Ship wherein Lenon was: 
who beheld the other Ship caſt away ; and the Kozme being 
ceaſed,arriued there. From whom Ornatusknewnot how to 
hide dimlolls: and Arteſia not ſo much as thinking Lenon has 
bin in it, but that it was ſome Ship that likewiſe bythe ſtoꝛm 
was dziuen to land there. PÞzeſently the men began toſpzead 
then.(elues cuery wap, and ſome ol them ſcene eſpped Arteſn, 
giving Lenon knowledge thereof; who immediately came 
towards her, moſt kindly ſaluting her: but ſhe being exc&- 
dingly diſmayed with his fgbt, whom ſhe mo moztally ha- 
ted, foz very griefe burſt into teares,that in abund ancs guſht 
from her eyes. 

Lenon matuelling therrat, (and little thinking bew much 
ſhe hatedhim, and how vnwelcome he was) rather expecting 
thankesfoz his paines, then rep2oofe, ſaid: Py deate Arteſia, 
be not now diſcomfoꝛti d, inte there is no further canſe of care; 
Ihaue moſt diligently laboured to releaſs you from griete, e- 
ner fince Allinus by treaſon conneyed you from my cuſtodp, 
taking your abſence in great heauineCezfo2 that it pinched my 
heart to thinks you ſhould fall into ſuch diſtreſſe: bat now 
that all thoſe miſfoztunes are paſt, J beſ&chyou goe with me 
tothe Court, where J will labour fo pzocure your content. 
Arte ſias heart was vered to hear his ſperches, that ſhe made 
dim this anſwere: 5 

Hoſt diſcourteous Lenon, none but r our ſelie is cauſe oſ my 
woe, whoſe fight moze tozmenteth me, then all the afflictions 
Jeuerendured. Allinuscarried meind@dfrom the gran Fo02- 
tree, not by tregſon, bat to ſhelter me from diſhonoꝛ, which 
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von did intend ſc wondpotrnathanſafired mee to en, 
de ſith muecy as J did be ine helliſh u rpc. Thinke von

Then J beſeech pou leaue me here; fp 
A bad rather endure the haz ard of my miſſoztune , then ling 
tobetozmented with your impoztunacy, Lenon was ſo ama. 

28d to heare her vnkindreply, little tbinking he had bene (0 
— out of her fauour, that he could not tell hat to ſay; 
ſometimes thinking to leaus her there, and btterly tofopſake 
her:but that thought was (one onercome; by his affections; 
violent ſting of defire,to-entoy her loue, that once againo hes 
ſaid; Why Arteſia do you regard my good will no mos, then 
foz my paines, to pelo me rebukes, and fo2 my lous; /di(- 
daine? That I cauſed por fo bs bought from Adellenas 
houſe, was, foz that being there, you were (ubiettto many 
miſfo2tunos, And if A impꝛiſoned Allinus, it was ſoz that J 
Wppoſed him your ens mp, and feared he would haue done pon 
wꝛong: ſo that wh atloeuer J did with in tent ol good pou te 
pay me with diſlike, and conuert all my doings to the wozlh 
meaning; wherein pou ſhew your ſelfe to cruell, that will not 
pteld me the leaſt fauoz foz mycouſtant loue. O Arteſia be not 
ſo hard harted Arteſia, notwithſtanding many faire pzomi- 
fes,vowes, and pꝛoteſtations he made, would not peld to got 
with him, but deſired rather that he would leaue her there. 
Lenon told her, though not fo2 his ſake, pet foz: ber ſafety , if 
ters belt fozher to goe: which ſaid, he commanded his ſer· 
uants to place hex in a Litter. Which when ſhe ſaw the 
muſt needs doe, ſhe called to Ornatus, ſaying: Good Palmer

(quoth ſhe) to Leaon, Jrequeſt nothing ol vou foz.ug ſelł, bat 
fo; this ſtrange Pilgrim, who when be the ſtoꝛmie » ſhip was 
caſta wap, A ready to periſh, caught me out of the watet, and 
pꝛeſetued my life; and doe not ſoʒ his god will to me, vie him 
as you did m deare Syluian, whom pou baniſhed, os that ſhe 
pasſerued my like from my vnkind vnckle: with that, he wept 
excedingly. Then Lenon aſked Ornatus what he wes: 4 am 
(quoth he) as you (ea Pilgrim, that was fozcod to tome a- 
bod the Peꝛates chip, and (amongſt the reſt) was ready to 
periſh/but that be the Diuine P2zonidence was oꝛdayned ta 
pzeſeruo that: vertuous: Damoſels life, Foꝛ that deed,quoth 
Lenon, à will reward vou moſt kindly : therefo2s goe along 
with vs; Then they all departed to the Court. 

Lenon pzeſently cauſed Arteſia tobe lodged in a moſt ſump⸗ 
nous placs in the Court, appointing diuers Damolels to ats 
tend her, thinking by thoſo means to win her to conſent to lou: 
him: but all pʒoued baine; his cars was caſt away, his eoſt to 
little effect, and his kindnoſſe vnregarded-Foz Artelia was fo 


conſtant to Ornatus, that ſhe hated Lenon: her heart was 


violly imploped ta with his god; and Lenons ill; foz the de- 
fxmmedneuer to Wok Go were aſluredof ©ina- 
tus death: That ſheſpent her time in continuall care and ſad⸗ 
nelle, ſhelwiag no ſigneof toy,noſhew of comloꝛt, but euren as 
one that regarded no veſt, nog tab felicivte in any thing; that 
Lenon bath admired the ſameꝭ and laboured by manymeanes 
to alter that humour: but the mode. he ſought to pleaſe her, 
the moze the was diſpleaſed, and moss di contented at his 
kindneſle, then an thing elſe. In this ſoꝛt ſhe continued mas 

m daxes without the. leaſt hew of alte ratio:. 
Ornatus all this while remayningia the Court, making the: 
caule ot his ſt ap, to receius Lenons po miſed re waco, w ecras 
dad he ſtayed to ſox what mould become of Arteſia, oz b 
what meaneg to get her from thence} Do effect which, he ſaw 
no poſſible meanes, noꝛ coulo in many daes come to ſæ Arte. 
tz; whlcz flled his yeazt with grieke? onelycomfozting hims 
elle witz remembꝛing her conſtant loxaltie. And one day be⸗ 
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ing by himſelle alone, he entre d into theſe cogitations. Ornatus 
thou haſt remayned many dapes in this plate, kept from thy 
Lout, 4 ſought no means to ſet thy heart at reſt, oʒ hex at liber⸗ 
tie. Doeſt thou make no moꝛe acceunt of her loue, then to at 
tempt nothing to attaine the ſane? 02 are thy ſpirits of ng 
moze coutage, that they ill doe nothing; tby wit ſo ſhallow, 
thou canſt deniſe no ſtratageme; 02 thy minde ſo cowardjy, 
thou dateſt not reuenge the wzong Lenon doth these? What 
though he be the Pꝛince, and Heire ol this Land?isnot both he 
and his father hated, ruling by vſurpation; & with cruelty, not 
with iuſtice, hath ſought the downe-fall of thy Youſs? Can 
Arteſia thinke either valour oz bertue to reſt in tha, when ſhe 
hall know how nere then art her foe, but dareft not touch 
bun? will ſhe not eſteme th& a coward, e vnwozthy fo entoy g 
her loue e nay, when ſhe knoweth this, will he not alter her 
loue? Mhy ſhouldC not thou ſeeke thy owne content, though it 
be with his diſcontent 2 thou art every wap as god as he by 
birth, though he now rules the Land. Math not thy father ſaid, 
Shat his father was but a Captains in the laſt Kings dapes, 
and by Treaſon put his lato full King to death, and ſs wan the 
Rule ? Then Ornatus reuiue thy ſpixits, ſa me not diſmayed 
with any danger, feare not miſfoztune,ſe#k to releaſe thy Lone, 
and venture thy life therein; foz lining thus, thou ſhalt be de- 
ptuedofherioue: Lenon will by fozce o2 faire meanos ouer· 
come her; and then mayſt thou blame this delay. The King 
is now ſick, and he being dead, Lenon muſt reigne,who then i 
may doe what he lift : Then take the aduantage of tho time, 
and doe not uſtrate thy bleed hopes with ſlonthſull delay. 
Mauing ended this meditation, he then began to ſtudis how 
to perfo2msg his will, wherein he found many contrarieties;but 
pꝛeſentiy he beheld Lenon entring the Conrt;befoze whomhe 
ſted ſo oppoſite, that he could not chaſe but note him, 4 wilh⸗ 
all, remembꝛed how earneftly Arteſia had intreated him on tho 
Pilgrims behalfe, whom he thought ſhe eſt@meod: & thercfozs 
ſuddenly this cogitation aroſe in his fancy,to die him as an in⸗ 
run ẽt to win het leuezthat calling Orgatus vnto him he laid: 
Pilgrim, J pzay the blame me not, oz fozgetting to — 
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ay pꝛomiſe made to Arteſia ag conterning the; which J haue 
not neglected fo want of god will, but by reaſon of thoulands 
of cares that daply toꝛment me, only pꝛotured by her vnkind- 
nelle: but if thou wilt vndertake, on my behalfe, to perſwade 
her to deald fo my iuſt requeſt, foz that J think thou mapſt pzce 
uaple with her aboue any; J will not onely reward thy ſozmer 
kindneſle ſo ſhewne to her, but alſofoz thy paines herein, pꝛo⸗ 
mote the to high dignitie: thecfoze J pꝛap the giue content to 
follow my counſell herein. Ornatus was willing to be imploy- 
edinthatbuſines,which fell out accozding to his hearts deſire, 
and therfoze made him this anſwer: My noble Lo2v,fo2 that 4 
perceiue your intent is god, J will be ready to follow pour dis 
tedions.ę do pou any ſeruice J can: wherein J know not whe- 
ther J hal pzone foꝛtunate, oz no, but aſſuring pou, that J wil 
deale both kaithlully t effeauallp in that which J chall vnder · 
take. Lenon was as glad as he, that he yelded to do that which 
he thought leaſt to perfozme; and therfoze pꝛelently gaue tom⸗ 
mand, that the Pilgrim only ſhould haue her in cuſtody. Arte- 
la maruelled that her kerpers were changed, miſdoubting ſume 
ment of hard vſage: but (@ing it was the Pilgrim that now 
had her cuſt ody, her heart was comſozted.

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When he beheld her fitting in this diſccmfo2table ſozt, his 
heart was reaty to melt withremozſe, end he bzeathedfozth 
ſo bitter aſtgh,that ſhe heard the ſame 3 Which be perceiving, 
came tewatrs ker, with humble beharteur ſaying ! 

Moſt vertucrs L aty, pati den my pꝛeſun ptien, in pꝛeſuming 
thus vn menntrip to interrupt cut quict; Lenon the Painte 
bath appointed me to be pcur atiendent: !hcrefe2e à beſach 
peu, not withſtanding J am his ſebfiituke, con mand me ina 
ny Tutifu{l ſoꝛt, t 3 will mo ſt willingly in plor my btterweſt 
endcnotirs to putchaſe pour tontent. Arte ſia rapſing t et ſeſie 
from the greund,ſaid / Pilgrim, 3 thanke yeu ſoꝛ cut binde 
pꝛo ffer, and am glad pon are my keeper, foꝛ two caules: ont, fc 
that J truſt pour vertues will not (nffer me fo be tniured; the 
other, fo2 that J would heare dut pcur diſccurſe of my deare 
friend Ornatus, which J was hindꝛed frem by Lenons ſudden 
finding me. Lady (quoth he) veu ſhelbe aſſured ot the c ne, and 
he are moꝛe of the other, it ſit ſt pon will vouchſafe, witheut cf 
fence, to heare my ſpeech, and ſuſfer me fo execute the charge 
Lenon hath giuen me, and J haue vndertaken. Why What ts 
that (quoth Arteſia)J will not be offended? Lenon hath made 
knowne to me his lous, and how long, t with what conſfancy 
it is grounded, commanding e intreating me in his be halle to 
become an humble ſuiter vnto pon: he telleth me, that ſtill you 
bngently diſdaine him, without cauſe, xeaſen, oz conſideration; 
therfs2e J humblp deſtre, both lo that he is conſtant, a PPꝛinct, 
and of god e vertuous gifts, yald to tis loue, oꝛ elſe ſatiſfie mi 
of the chiefeſt reaſons that with · hold you from the ſame. 

Pilgrim (quoth ſhe) fog that my minde perſwadeth me, vou 50 
in wiſedome will conceive of reaſon, and will be faithfull in 
concealing that which J ſhall viſcloſe,'J an(were pou thus! 
Firſt, admit L enon did loue me {yet by bis vſage, finde tho 
contrery) J cannot fancie him, fozthat J already haue pligh⸗ 
ted my laith to another moꝛe wozthy then himſelfe, which is 
that moſt vertnous and kind Gentleman Ornatus, who like⸗ 
wiſe equalleth me in affection; and therefoꝛe J ſhould diſhe 
nour my name, bʒeake my faith, and reape perpetuall infav!?, 


if J ſhould che w my ſelfe ſo inconſtant. Theſe J m_ 
reaſo 
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ceafons (fo areaſonablecreatyre) ſufficient, and of ſuch fozce, 
as none can contradict: and therefozo no moze can be ſaid 
therein, Beſides , were not all this ſo, you haue no reaſon to 
perſtoade ins to that which J haue lo often denyed, and will 
neuer y&:d vnto. Pour reaſons ind&do (quoth he) ars great, 
and the cauſe ſuch,as ſhouldno way be violatedʒbut now you 
are ſubie q to his mercy, and he may infozce you to that which 
you are molt vnwilling to haue done: then what remedy 
haue vou, but rather to peeld, then endure ſuchertremity as ho 
may ble: Pes (quoth che) when J can pꝛeſerus my ſelfe no 
longer from his luſt, death ſhall rid me lrom his power, which 
J will execute vpon wy ſelfe, rather then condiſcend to y&ld 
him ſo much as an outward ſhewoffauour. Therefoze Jpzay 
you vie no moze wo2ds tending to the bꝛeach of my faith, and 
furtherance. of his loue, foz knew you but how hateſall his 
name were vnto me, and how odious to thinke of his doting 
loue, you weuld not only deſiſt to to t me with p ſound 
ol that ominous monſter, but ratherſ&ke to comfozt my dil- 
trolled eſtate, and pooze pining heart, almoſt dzowned with 
ſozxow? being moze vnfoztunate, then euer any was, by theſe 
afflicttons, and the loſe of my dears Ornatus, whoſe pꝛeſence 
ſhould releaſe me from this thꝛzaldome, and labyꝛinth of diſ⸗ 
content: Df whom, il youcan tell meany tidings, J boſech 
you impart them vnto me, thereby to adde comfozt to miti- 
gate my caxe. ** 
Ornatus was ſo rauiſhed toheare her vtter ſuch heauenly 
ſpeeches, that he had much ados to refraine from imbzacing 
her, vitering theſe ſpanches: How happy is Ornatus, by at- 
taining the love of ſo vertuous and conſt ant a Lady, wozthy 
to be admixed, eternized, and euer to be honoured? what com⸗ 
fozt may theſe pleafing woꝛds bꝛing to his heart? what toꝛ 
ment can ho not account pleaſure,indured fo2ſoſwate a La- 
dies ſafety? and what paines ſhould he refuſe, to pꝛocure her 
werte content? O Arteſia! diuine Arteſia! Ornatus is not 
able to expzeſſe his content, noꝛ your deſert; vnable tocecom. 
pence your kindneſſe, and euerlaſtingly bound fo you in all 


teme bands offaithfall loyalty. In pour heart is the harder 
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eftrue lopalty, grounded vpon vertudus leue: then how hap- 
py is he, by being enriched and polleſt with ſuch a lone 2 Bis 
reward is greater then his paine : his pleaſure moꝛe then e- 
ter his ſoꝛrow ceuld be; his gaines a thanſand tines beyond 
his loſſe. Why ſhould J thon conceale the truth of his ſafety 
from pon 2-TUith that; he ſaid z Behold Arteſia, pour Orna- 
tus: with that,he diſcouered himſelfe vnto her, and ſhe perfeg- 
ly knew him, being almoſt amazed with that beauenly ſight; 
when with aſwats behautonr, they both imbzaced each o. 
ther, intermingling their kiſſes with teares of iop, that inabun⸗ 
dance diſtilled from their epes:ſurletting ſo much in that ſweet 
delight, that they were lolh to part, but that feare to be elpy- 
ed, compelled them; taking ſuch exceeding comfozt in each o⸗ 
thers pꝛeſence, as is not tobe expꝛeſt: withall, viing many 
kindneſes, bſtall-betwirt faifhfull friends, to expꝛeſſe their 
{op; he ſometimes imbzacingher, and ſhe againe with a (wat 
kiſs welcomming him;being ſo manp, ſo kind, and hearty, us 
would aſke a ſtzilfull deſcription. At laſt, hauing ſome what re⸗ 
created themſelues, and with ſuddaine top vanniſhf ſome part 
ol their care, they thought it time to ſtudy how to pꝛocure their 
happineſſe, leſt the ſame might againe be croſt by Lenon; 
who by that time expected fo heare from him. Therefoze 
Ornatusſaid: Py moſt deare and kind Arteſia, by whoſe loue 
my life is pꝛeſerued, Jam not able to expze ſſe the toy my 
heart conceineth by this foztunate m&ting, being likewiſeas 
ſozry to thinke of the miſfoztunepou haue indured by my care- 
lefecuerſight, andhow to get youfrom this place, and from 
Lenons affection, whom J know to be of ſuch vnecinill diſpo- 
fifion,that he will leaue u dillopall meanes vaattempted to 
further his intenn. 

Therefoze in this vrgont extremitꝑ, it you will be confented 
to eſt&eme me as your friend, and follow my virections, J will 
labozall that J can fo get pou from this place. true friend 
Ornatus(ſaid Arteſia) J haue dedicated my ſelfe to pour diſps 
ſition, and made my ſelfe all one with pou, both in heart, bode 
and mind, that what ſoeuer you would wich pour lelfe,you dos 
to me, and whatſoguer pleaſeth vou, cannot diſpleaſe . 
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dome, and reit to be rnled,counſelled, and ozdered by you, in 


thing vou ſhal counſel me vnto, both fo; our eſcape from hence, 
oz otherwiſe: accounting my bliCe yours, and yours mine; 
pour care mine, and pour quiet my content. 

Lenons loue is moſt hateſull vnto me, and iniury to you; 
then what meanes canyon wozke,to rid me of that, and re- 
nenge your owns w2ong,perfozine,foz my conſent is read to 
y&lv to any thing you ſhall thinke conuenient. 7-080? 
JI moſt humblę thank pou, ſaid Ornatus, ę firſt I think this 
(s the beſt conrſe,fopzocure my gad liking with him, and to 
rid vs from hence, that at his next commingyouthew a littie 
mozefrtendly countenance vnto him, chen herefofoze you haue

Not long after, Lenon camo 
to Ornatus,requeſting to know whetherhe had pzenailed any 
thing with Arteſia in his behalfe? Py Lozd, qd. he, A haue vs 
led many perſwaſtons to her, which in ſome ſoꝛt haue pꝛeuai· 
led but hereaſter J do not doubt but by my perſwaſtons to win 
her fullconſent, il pon with wiſedome will be directed by me, 
and not with rachneſle 1narre all: therefoze goe in vnto her,

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but not to rachlp, and ſe it ſhe be nat altered. Lenon imbza» Wh, 
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ding many kind ſpeeches, and ſubmiſſe behantoncs , whom 
che vſed moze kindly then ener ſhs had befoze-done ;. which 
both filled his heart withioy,and made him, acco2ding to the 
Pilgrims diretions,mozecarefullof his behautour, leſt by a- 
ny boldneſſe he might offend her:that hauing pal ſome linall 
time with her, he departed. 

Now was Ornatus ſtudying how fo releaſe Arteſia; to 
further whoſe intent, the occaſion thus fell out: Allinus and 
Thraſus, as is befo2e ſaid, gat ſhipping foz Armenia, and arii- 
ned there with ſafety; firſt direding theircourſe to the Kingg 
Palace, where Allinus was moſt honourably entertained, 
being ſomewhat allied to the ing, to whom be declared both 
the cauſe of his exile, and the iniury done to him by Thæon, 
Ning of Phrygia. Turbulus, the Armenian King, comfozted 

him all that he could, and bad him withall requeſt any thing 
at his hands, « he would grant it him. Allinus alledging ma. 
ny things to perſwadeTurbulus to pad therto,requeſtedhin 
to ſend Embaſſadoꝛs into Phrygia, either torequeſt pero - 
mance of certains Articles, oz elſe to giue him open deftarice 
foz warre. The Articles were theſe : That Allinus ſhould be 
reſtozed to his lands, and the dammage and loſfe he had ſuſ⸗ 
tained, ſhould be repayed to the full: That his wiſe chould be 
recalled frombanniſhment; and that he ſhould pteld vp Arte- 
ſia to Allinus, il ſhe ſhould be in his cuſtody: e that the King 4 
Lenon ſhouldbe (ſwozne to perſozme all this. Turbulus was 
eaſily won, and therfozepacſently ſent ſoure of his Noblemen 
as Embaſfaboꝛs, to requeſt the perſaoamance ol thoſe conditi- 
ons: Mho tuen at that inſtant were landed in Phrygia, and 
newesthereofbzought to the Court. Theming being himſelſ# 
ſome what ſicklp, ſent Lenon to mate them, and giut them en⸗ 
tertainement; who was loth to go frõ Arteſias ſight; but aſſu- 
ring himſelk ol the Pilgrims faith, cammited bec wholly to his 
cuſtodp.Ornatus thought it now Þþ fitteſt timeto ſek to eſtape, 
but he was hindzed by other of Lenons ſeruants, whom he hov 
ſecretly appoynted,as onerſers,tolokeinto the Pilgrims ac- 
tion: that it was impoſſible tos him to attempt anything that 
wap, but it muſt needes 1 dilcouered, and 1 
rnatus3 
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Ornatus ſ@ing himſelfe diſappointed of his purpoſe that way, 
made Arteſia acquainted with what he intended, and how he 
was pzenented, ſpending the time of Lenons abſence conti- 
ncally in her company. 

Lenon hauing met the Armenian Embaſſadours, bzough 
them to the Court; Whers they were honourably entertained: 
and hauing declared their Emballage, Thæon the King told 
them, hey ſhould receive anſwere within two dayes, Lenon 
tearing the Articles, counſelled his Father not to eld to per⸗ 
fozne any ſuch Conditions, but rather to ſend Turbulus deff- 
ance. Foz (quoth he) pour Maieſte is as abſolutely King of 

Phrygia, as he of Armenia: and then what viſhonour wers it

bis perlwali ins, gans the Embaſſavozs this anſwer, Thae 
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il A doe not any thing that pou ſhall command. 
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Chele troubles filled the Cofnmons hearts with griele, and 
their mouthes with murmurings: fo2 they vnd 
that the King ol Armenia did offer warre to Phrygia, in þ be- 
halle of Allinus, that was generally belsued; there was few of 
thoſe that were pꝛeſt to thole wartes, but came vnwillingty, 
and rather by conſtraint, being moꝛs readie to turns their 
ſwoꝛd points againſt Thæon, then againft Allinus, 

Ornatus likewiſe hearing of theſe warres, by his wiſedome 
found out the opinion of the multitude, and with what vnwil- 
lingneſſe they came to the wartres: which when he was in 
ſome ſoꝛt aſſured of; hs came to the Campe, and amongſt all 
the reſt of his Familiars, eſpyed Phy laſtes, who alwayes los 
ued him mot dearely ; him he knew to be of a moſt faithfuli 
and conſtant reſolution,in perfozming his pꝛomiſe, and wag 
by Lenon appointed one of the chiefeſt Leaders. Ornatus fin- 
ding him remote from the Campe, came to him, t affer ſaluta⸗ 
tion, ſaid: ix Phy laſtes, Jam ſent vnto ou byadearefriend of 
pours, named Ornatus, who truſteth ſo much in pour vertues, 
that he is willing to put his life into your hands; which pou 
Mall haz ard, in denying him one (mal lauoꝛ, which with ſafety 
you may grant: Firſt therefoze,J requeſt but yoyr pzomile lo 
your warrantp, then J will declare what A haue in charge, 
Me friend (quoth Phylaſtes) thou telleſt me newes of won⸗ 
der, when thou ſayeſt thou commeſt from Ornatus, whom J 
feare is long ſince dead but if thou knoweſt the contrary, and 
canſt reſolus me thereof, J pzomiſe and ſweare fo perfozme 
whatſoeuer thou ſhalt demand: foz J am ſure Ornatus know 
eth that J loue him, noꝛ maketh any doubt thereof; which il 
29006 yo iniurieth that lous and friendſhip that hath paſt bv 

Chen kinde fir (quoth be) that Ornatus is not dead, but 
in ſaletis; and J am that Ornatus, that notwithtanding ui 
ſpech, make no doubt of pour lone. 

Phylaſtes beholding his countenance, knew him well, and 
foz top caught him in his armes: My deare friend Ornatus 
(quoth he) I amglad of your ſafetie;and accurſed be my louie he 


| 
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J thanke vou (quoth Ornatus.) To enter into the tedious 
diſcourſe ol my Affiictions, would be tedious ; but in few 
woꝛds J will fell von all. J loued Arteſia long, but found no 
hope noꝛ meanes to attaine my loue: which made me diſguiſe 
my ſelle into Womans apparrell, naming my ſelfe Sy luian, 
and was foztunately entertained by Arbaſtus; whoſe death I 
found to by acted by Floretus: who falling into loue with me, 
told me, foz my ſake he would poyſon Arteſia at the Lodge; 
whither he conneped her. J fearing fo haue her taken from 
me, and hauing wonns her loue, told her his intent,xconneyey 
her to Adellenas houſs: then Floretus q Lenon came thither, 
demanding her ol me; whom J told, J had poyſoned her, ac- 
toꝛding to his counſell: wee ſtriuing, were bꝛought befoze 
Thæon, who baniſhed me into Natolia; from whence J came 
backe, and by god foztune haue the kerping of Arteſia in this 
nlguile: the manner 4 will tell you at moze leyſure.Now mp 
deare friend Phylaſtes, my deſire is, to change my place with 
you ; pou fo haue the cuſfodie-of Arteſia, in mp Walmers 
Wedes,and I to march into the Field in your Armoz: which 
il pou graunt, vou ſhall bind me bnto pou fo2 euer. 

 Phylaſtes ꝑtelded to fulſill his requeſt: and ſo foz that time 
they parted, appointing to mert the next dap. 

Ornatus being come to Artelia,toldher where he hadb&ns, 
and what he intended; which made Artchia ſad, diſſwading 
him from his purpoſe in this ſoꝛt: M deare Lone, what need 
you venture pour perſon in the dangers that are intident fo 
warre? will you leaus mo here in doubt, and not rather ffay 
with me, to mp comfo2ts+ There areynow beſides,q fo many 
in the Field, and Phy laſtes is able to execute his owne place. 
Chen J beſeech you; doe not leaue me in diſcomfozt:foꝛ bow 
tan J be void of care, when J ſhall thinke you are amongſt 
lo many enemies, readie to be ſlaughtered? My deate Loue 
(quoth he) that which J will doe, ſhall be withont any hazard 
at all, but chall pzocure both yours and mine owne content: 
Then J beſcech yori, remit this cars fo2 my ſafetie; foz J will 
e,W2*ſerue my ſeifs from danger, foz your ſake. Beſides, Phy- 

altcs bettus is ſuch, that you need not once lo much as —— 
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amiſſe ol him, who J know would venture his lite ſoz my ſake, 
Beſides, my honour vꝛgeth me, reuenge of iniuries done to 


pour ſelfe and me, and my Fathers ſafectie, are reaſons ſufficj. - 


ent to perſwade vour conſent:heũdes many other cauſes,moze 
fo2cible then theſe, to tedious to recite. Then J beſech pon 
denie me not: foz when it ſhall be knolone, that my Father 
was in armour in tho Field, and J in this place, not regarding 
to aide him, it will turne to my great diſhonour; & thoſe which 
befo20dideſteme well of me, will then begin to hate me: then 
let not pour doubt g true lone to me, hinder my determination 
fo2 on y mine honoz,your ſaſety, t my fathers life dependeth. 
Arteſia ſœing ſhe could by no meanes diſſwade him, thought 
not to let him depart ſo ſuddenly 3 but claſping her tender 
armes about his necke,a thouſand times kiſt his lips, whileſt 
with her abundant teares ſho bedewed his manly checkes, 
Ornatus tooke great ſozrow at her heauineſſe, and delight in 
her imbzacings, that the confrarieties of his conceits wete tx. 


with care, and care a pleaſure, tobe endured with ſuch delight, 
Arteſia was loth to let Ornatus depart that night, foz that ſhe 
darmed he ſhould be in danger the next dap, and he as bn- 
willing fo leaus her in ſozrow : ſhe on the one ſide ſollacing 
her ſelle in his company, and he by her kindneCe making him 
koꝛget to depart ; that befoze theꝝ were aware, Night was 
come, and well ſpent: and Ornatus then bethinking himſelfe, 
thought it was too late fo depart. And Arteſia hearing hin 
make & motion to be gone, deſired him to ſtay; And yet my 
deare Ornatus (quoth che) doe not endanger pour ſelfe fo 
my ſake; fo; ſhould Lenons ſeruants finde you here, it might 
redound fo our great diſquiet. Ornatus likewiſe well con. 
ſidering the inconne niente, fooke his leaus of her, and left 


her chedding abundance of teares. Ornatus being gone, 


found the ſeruants awake, and watching his comming out, 
one of them ſaying: Pilgrim, what maketh thee ſo ſaweie, 
as to court my Paſters Loue ? Js this a if time of ti! 
Night to be in her Chamber? Py Lo2d ſhol vnderſtand your 


bebautoyr, and what familiaritie is betwixt vou: ws "© 


c&ding z pleaſure it ſelle (&ming moze pleaſant, inte rmingled 
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port ko be ſome counterfeit, elle would not ſuch behaniours 
paſſe bet wirt vou; as we haue beheld, therefoze, here ſhall 
pou ſtap, vnfill we giue him knowledge of your doings, 
and fidelity: with that, they lockt faſt the doze, not ſuffering 
him to gos out oꝛ in. Ornatus by that perceined,that they had 
ſene the kindneſſe betwixt him and Artelia, which he knew if 
Lenon thould vnderſtand, he would finde ont what he was: 
theſe thoughts troubled his heart exctedingly, that he was al⸗ 
ſured, vnleſſe be could be rid of them, there was no meanes fo 
eſtape dꝛath, it Lenon ſhould know him, Mith theſe ſtudies 
he ſat a god while ſilent, til he perceined them incline to ſlæp, 
and caſting his epe aſtde,eſpyed a Bill hanging by the wall, 
to which he ſtole ſecretly,and taking hold of the ſame,hevzew 
towards them, entring into theſe meditations : And (hall J 
now commit murther, and indanger my ſoule by ſo haynous 
a ſinne ? what will Arteſia ſay,if ſhe know thou art ſo blondi- 
ly bent, and that thy heart is ſo hard, as to ſhed thine owne 
Countrpmens bloud? Ornatus be well adniſed befoze thou do 
this zede,and bethinke of ſome other meane ; auoid the dan⸗ 
ger thou artreadpto fall into. Other meanes Ornatus? pea, but 
what othor meanes haſt p. none at all. Doſt thou notſe how 
they haue betrayed ther, andmade thee pꝛiſonerꝰ what then ner 
deſt thou make a queſtion, to ſane thy ſelfe,and by their deaths 
pꝛeſerue thine owne life; which, they liuing, will be endange- 
red: and being once done, thon art laſe:but by delap, thy owne 
lle map periſh. Mith that litting vp his armes with moze 
then wonted fozce,he ſmote the one on the head, and beate out 
his bꝛaines: where with the other began to awake; but in his 
awaking,hs ſtroke him ſo full on the bꝛeſt, that the Bill pierſt 
his heart, he lay bꝛeathleſſe, ſpꝛawling in his goze. This done. 
Ornatus found a Uault, x into the ſame he conueped their dead 
bodies, purpoſing neuer to reueale what he had done. Then re⸗ 
turning, he bethought himſelf ol the ueyes ol the dozes, that he 
dadth2owne into the UMault with their bodienzdeuiſing how to 
get out, without ſuſpition of the derde he had done:that he was 
infoꝛced ta take the Bill, x by maine fozce, and often ſkriving; 
wzung alunder the Locks: lis minde being _ | 


4oue:wherwith Ornatus was ſo rauiſhed, that he not onle tak 
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frighted with theſe cares, he entred into Arte ſias Chamber, fg 

{x whether he had diſquieted her oꝛ no with the nopſe: her he 

found in bed, and faſt allæpe, with the light f1!l burzang by her 

beds ſide, her bꝛeſts vncouered downe to her waſte, K nothing 

to ſhꝛood her from his perfect vit w, but the ſingle thete,that 

lay carelefly caſt cuer her tender body, her armes caſt to either 

ſide of the bed, aud her head leaning on the one ſide, wih lo 

ſweat an aſpen, as would haus rauiſhed a thouſand beholders. 

Otnacus heart was teuiued to beholo this ſweet ſight;that pre, 

membzance thereof, had baniſhed all remembzance of his 

troubles paſt, and affeded his heatt with incompape 

light: that he ſtodlike one amazed , to behold her (wee 

ties, and to take a ſurfetting view of thoſe her perfectzpns, ſo 

amiably laid fozth. Artclia ſuddenly awaking, bluſht to ſæ him 

ſo nigh, pet therewith moze cofo2ted then diſmaped, ſhe caught 

the cloths, and couered her ſelle. whileſt he folotng his hand in 

hers, deſicing pardon foz his ww 1 2; but ſhe viewing him 

well, beheld his pale and enance, which daaue her 

into feare,q raiſing berfelfe vp2ight in her bed, caught him in 

- herarmes,aſking what he arled, to loke ſo pale: deare Ars 

teſia(ꝗd. he) ſince I parted from vou, I haus indured great da. 

ger,. paſt thzough a hel ot cala mities, which now à feare not: 

Tith that, he let his head fall into her Iwerte bolome, e there 

made the period of his ſpœch; fling her tender heart pant 

with the motions of her troubled {pittfs ; in which Palace he 

reſted it a god while, whileſt ſhe with her ſoft hand curled his | 

baice,q withiſwet kiſles, molliſied his lips; v ſing many other | 

tamiliarities, wert fauozs, pꝛoct ding from the depth of kind t 
| 


beauently comfozt therein, but alſo defired a farther content,: 
poſſeſſion of her loue, which he neuer befo2e aſked, oz thought 
the wold grant; but being hartned hy the allurancs of her laue, 
be vſed moze bold, behauiour: which the permitted. Bat at laſt 
growing moꝛe bold then che thought conuenient (oz her mo⸗ 
deſtꝑ to permit, with à kind lonely behauioz,ſhe bath blamed 
and hindꝛed him;but the motions of affedion ſo far pꝛeuailed 


with them both,that he denn the inwardir y&lbed, on 
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outwardly ſherefuſed;bat his behauioꝛ, her own loue, the pꝛe⸗ 
ſent occcaſion,ſo' fit oppoꝛtunitp their heacts vnity, and other 
ſweet inticements, ſo far pzetzailed, that ſhe pelded bp her vn 
ſpotted body,# pure chaſtity,to his poſſeſſton:and the impael- 
ſton of his attempt, diſſolued her Uirgin zoane, gining ſuli in- 
terefts of her heart, lone, and body, to him, that purſued the poſ- 
ſeſſion of thoſe riches with earneſtneſle. Dometimes bluſhing, 
ſometimes ſhꝛiking, and pet veelding; denying, and pet grau⸗ 
ting; willing, and vn willing: pet at laſt, ſhe gaue that ſhe could 
not recall, and let him poſſefſe her ſpotleſſs Uicgirity, Which 
being paſt, her heart panted with p motion, x ſhe felt her ſcnſes 
ſadz a little repenting, pet not altogether ſoꝛryʒſighing fo2 ſad- 
neſle, and yet not ſav at all: whileſt he bathed himlſelfe in that 
Hauen of bliſſe;paſſing the reſt of that night in iuch vnſpeake- 
abie pleaſureas, cannot be deſciphered. Catlythe next moꝛning 
he aroſe, taking his farewell, with a ſwert aduezleauing Arte- 
ia ſad foꝛ ſoꝛrow, and lamenting his abſence , but pet with 
earneſt and hearty pꝛapers, inuocating his happy ſucceſſe: ba- 
thing her heart, in lun e⸗ warme teares, thinking ſhe had bin 
to pꝛodigal of her tauouts to him, ę pet eſteeming him wozthy 
ol a thouſand times greater gift, ił ſhe had it in her poſſeſſion: 

with repentance reiopcing, though deeming her ſelfe meta- 
moꝛphoſed, and other then the wont to be; being glad the had 
no moꝛe company to conuerſe withall, leſt her guilt ſhould 

make her bluſh, t ſo beloꝛap her fault. And when Pherbus be⸗ 

gan to lighten the Chamber with his ſplender, ſhe hid her ſelfe 

within the bed, as il ihe day light had accuſed her of p ſhe had 

done in the dark. Ornatus being come to the Camp,found out 

Phy laſtes, and bꝛought him to Arteſias lodging: by the wap in. 

ſtrucing him how to oꝛder their buſines when Lenon ſhould 

tome. Where being entred, Phy laſtes haning ſaluted Arteſia, 

ta while conuerſt about their affaires, they changed theirha- 
vits:Ornatus with many a ſozrowful ſigh,faking his leaue of 

her, whileſt his heart bled worm dꝛops of blood. Ornatus again 

toke his leaue of Arteſia, entred the Camp, framing him- 
elle to ſach kind sf behauioꝛ, that ho was of all taken fo2Phy- 
laltes. Newes tame, that the Armenians were landed, e had 
D 2 bDzought 
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bꝛought theirfozces within a dayes march ol Thæons Camp: 
the ing aſſembled all the chiele Leaders together, to appeint 
euery man his charge, and conſult what to doe. Ornatus in 
Phylaſtes ſtead, had vnder his charge foure thouſand men, 
whom, by his owne (&king, be was appointed to convey into 
a Mod, tha! ſtod fitly to offend the enemy; and the reſt ap. 
pointed to other places, that (emed foz moſt aduantage. Or- 
natus hauing his ſouldiers alone, thought it time to execute 
what he intended, and therefoze called vnto him ſuch as were 
Captaines and chiefe vnder him, vttering theſe ſperches: Fel- 
low ſouldiers, J would willingly vtter my mind, which is 
troubled in ſome ſozt with remembzance of the iniuries Alli. 


nus hath alreaby cauſeleſly indured, againſt whom new wee 


addzeſſe gur ſelues to fight; wherein, in my minde, we deale 
bniuftly : foz he was neuer Traptoꝛ to his rountrp, noꝛ now 
commeth to diſturbe the land with oppzeſſion; but onely to 
claime his owne inherifance and liberty, which our ſelnes do 
permit: therefoze J thinke if beſt,beſoze wee dzaw our wea- 
pons, to conſider againſt whom we dꝛaw them, and whom we 


offend;one that loueth vs, his Country and people, and would 


not willingly ſhed a d2op of our blod. Now, il could findare- 
medy fo2 allthis, which ſtandeth with equity, would pon fol- 
low my directions? Mith that, they all at once ſaid, they would 
be ruled by him. Then he ſaid; Thxon that is now our Ring, 
deſlroped all his Family,4 ſuch as are in any degree nue vu- 


to him in bloud,the laſt of whom is Allinus, whoſe vtterru- 


ine he now (@keth, not by iuſtice, but that neither he noz «ny 
of his Pꝛogenp ſhould hinder his ſucceſſion: Therefoze, if you 
will follow my counſell, when the Armies are met, let vs not 
offer to offend thi Armenians,but kerpe cur ſelues from fight, 
vntillLenon affcighted therewith, fearing the peoples revolt 
will peraduenture peeld to perfozme the Articles the Armeni- 
an Tmbaſſadozs demandedze by this meanes ſhall we reſloꝛe 
Allinus to his right, ſane the effuſion of bloud, and vet not 
w20ng our reputation. The people hearing his ſpaches ; ge⸗ 
nerally gaue their conſent:crying,Phylattes,Phyaſtes, Tlith 
that, Ornatus beſtowed. the Gold among them that * 

ad 
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had befoze giuen him, which pzenayled with the multitude ex- 
_ c«dingly- Ornatus hauing effected this accozding to his de» 

ſire, went vnto the Armenian Tampe,deſiring to ſpeake with 
Allinus the Generall; to whom he declared what he intended 
in his behalfe, not diſconering himſelfe to be any other then 
phylaſtes: foʒ which, Allinus y&ldedhim many hearty thanks. 
Mhileſt Ornatus was abſenf, a Captaine named Ortonus, 
dawne by deſire of reward, and aboue the reſt fanouring Lee 
nons partp, ſtole from the Mod, and comming into p Camps 
to Lenon, bew2ayed what Phylaſtes intended, and how that 
he was now gons fo the Armenians Campe, to conferre with 
Allinus. Lenon hearing that, thought it beſt not to ſend fog 
him by warrant, but among(t tho reſt, to aſſemble him tocoun- 
tellzand to that effed, ſent a Herauld. Ornatus being returned, 
had knowledge of the generall Aſſembly;and willingly went, 
little ſuſpecing what Lenon intended: and being entred the 
Campe, and Lenons Tent, he was befoze all the Eſtates, by a 
Yerauld arreſted of high Treaſon. Ornatus then thought his 
intent was bewzaped, demanding what they could lay to his 
charge. Mhereupon Ortonus, befoze them all,declared what 
he had done; which he could not deny: vpon Which accuſation, 
e was pꝛeſentlꝑ ſent to the Court, and there impaiſoned,

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The nert day the Armies ſhould met:and therefoze Lenon 
that night viſited Arteſia; and finding her very ſad, demanded 
the cauſe thereof: Py Lo2d (quuth ſhe) how can I be other. 
wiſe then ſad, when J am ready enery houre to fall into moze 
miſerie ; not knowing, whether pour life may be endangered 
by theſe Marres, and J thereby ſubiec fo ſome miſfoztune ; 
therefoze,in ſigne you loue me, graunt me pour Signet, to be 
my warrant and pꝛiuiledge, egainſt all iniurie that map be 
offered me: Mith that, ſhe kiſt him; which ſhe had neuer be⸗ 
foꝛe done:not dꝛabone by any god will, vut with deſiretc helpe 
Orgnatus. Lenons heart was ſo onercome, that he pꝛeſently 
gane her the ſame ; ſtaying ſome fime with her, fo infreat her 
conſent to his loue. Pe was no ſoner gone, but Phy laſtes ta. 
king the King of Arte lia, went bnto the place where Ornatus 
was; and comming to the Gaoler, told him, that he muſt deli- 
uer Phy laſtes to his cuſtody:ſhewing him the Peinces Signet 
as his warrant, The Gaoler ſ&ing the ſame, ę knowing that 
the Pilgrim was of great credit and truſt with Lenon, made 
no doubt, but pꝛeſentip deliuered Ornatus bnto him; both de⸗ 
parting together, to Arteſia: who ſ&ing her belcued ſo ſoztu- 
natelp deliuered, ſhed teares of iop foz his eſcape. After ſaluta 
tions in the kindeſt ſoꝛt paſt, Ornatus declared what he inten · 
ded, and how he was betraped by Ortonus, Phylaſtes then 
counſelled Ornacus, that night to conuey Arte ſia from thence, 
bnto ſome place of better ſecuritie; who ſometimes thought 
to carry her to Adellenas houſe; but he thought, Lenon would 
mildoubt that place. At laſt he concluded, to conucy her to her 
Caſtle, where Arbaſtus her father dwelt; which was ii ill kept 
fo her vſe, by cerfaine of her fathers ſeruants: Both Arteſia 
and Phylaſtes liked this well; and therefoze leaning y Court, 
they departed thitherwards. Arteſia not wonted to trauel, 
could ſcarcely endure to hold out: but by their helpe, they artt- 
ned there at midnight; and knocking, awaked the Pozter:who 
loking oner the Battlements, vemanded who was below at 
that vnreaſonable time of the Night?

and then, without delay,both furnifhing himlſelfe  Phylaſtcs 
with rich Armoz and Yo2ſe,of which there was great choiſein 
that Caſtle;and foꝛ that the day began to appeare,they thought 
it time to depart, leſt their comming from thence might be 
diſt ouered. There might one behold ſoꝛrow at parting in his 
right fozme; heart⸗bꝛeaking ſighs bꝛeathing ſad karewels, and 
ſoꝛrowłull teares at ſo ſad a parting: when their lippes were 
parted, their hands ſtill faſt; their hands dil · ioynd, then their 
vopces oftentimes vttering that wofull wozd, Farewell: and 
when they were paſt hearing, their eres bnwillingly leauing 
each others ſight; he being without, loking backe; and ſhe 
within,loking after,ſo long as ſhe could perceiue the glimme⸗ 
ring glance of his bzight Armoꝛ: and he being paſt ſight of her, 
with watrieeyes beholding the place of her abode, Thus par- 
ted thep,as if they had parted neuer to mat. 
Dꝛawing nigh the Armies, they beheld them met, and in hot 
ſkirmiſh ; ſtanding ſtill a god ſpace, to ſ& fo whether party it 
was likely the victozie would incline : and in the end, they be⸗ 
held the Armenians begin to retrait, and Lenon,with Thæon 
his father, in the midſt of the thꝛong, making erceding ſlaugh⸗ 
ter, and pꝛoud of their dõ med conqueſt.

thought now to reuenge them all, & diſpoſſeſſe Thæon of the 
Crown, by Lenons death: reuiuing his ſpirits with ſuch cou- 
rage, that he began with renued ſtrength to allaile Lenonz oha 
euen then began to faint, would haue vtelded, but that ſhame 
withheld him. Thich when Ornatus perceiued, hi thought at 
once to end the ſtrife,that with one fozeible blow he gaue him 
ſo diepe a wound on the right arme, where the Armoz was 
bzoken away, that he let fall bis ſwozd, and fell ſenſeleſe in 
bis hozie neck. Thæon perceiuing his ſonns in that danger, 
with his Guard came ruching in, a reſcued him from Ornatus 
ſwozd: which otherwiſe had parted his head krom his bod.

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infreafed Phylaſtcs, to perſwave the Souldiers to giue cuer, 
and himſelle rode betwirt the two Armies with aVeraulv,ve- 
ſiring them ko ay their fury fo2 a while. Long it was befoze 
they would giue ouer, but at laſt by the Dꝛums and Trumpet 
ſoxnd,hauingcalted back the Armenians, Ornatus plating him. 
ſelle in the midſt of his Countrimen, that a mullituvemight 
heare him, ſaid: Renowned people ol Phrygia, heate my ſpeth, 
that am toꝛmented to ſa ſo much of your blond ſhed, the effu-

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Thæon had no ſoner conneped his ſonne to bis Tent, and 
with much ados recovered him to his ſences, but there cams 
a meſſenger poſting from the Court, with news, That Phyla- 
ſtes was two dayes ſince eſcaped out of pꝛiſon: and pzeſently 
after him, another bzought newes, That Artclia,with the Pil⸗ 
zrim, was fled,but no man could tell whither. Lenon hearing 
tho newes, became almoſt mad, and raged ſo extremely,that 
his wounds burſt info freſh blerding. And to fill vp his heart 
with ſozrow-and veration,another meſenger from the Camp 
cams running in, crying: Flye Thæon, flpe, we ars betrayed 
to the Enemie; the Leaders, Captaines, and Souldiers, ate 
revolted , and tho Enemie is nere at hand, fo ſurpzize the ; 
Flye, and ſaue thy life; foz thine owne ſubieas — tft the, 
and refuſed thy Gouernment, Thæon was ſo amazed t fer- 
tied with feare,that without regard of Lenons life;he fled fo 
ſane himlſelfe; every one, ſauing thoſe Þ fled with Thæon, with 
haſte running fo their reuolting fellowes, to ſaus themſelues. 

This news was bꝛought to Allinus: who hearing the ſame, 
and being paſt fearo of Thzons rage, ſent a Perauld to Tur- 
nus, to know whether he were his friend, oz fill continued 
thoſe Bands, to teſiſt him as his foe ? who returned this an- 
ſwer, Chat he was neuer foe to him, but alwayes witht bis 
god: after ards diſmiCing his ſouldiers, (ending every ons 
well rewarded, to his owne houſe ; himlelfecomming back to 
his Tent: where he met Allinus z whom ho kindly ſaluted, 
Thither wert affembled the chield States of the Land; to 
whom Allinus faid: S Lo2ds,ſince Thæon . Lenon axe fled, 
and none loft but your Nonoꝛa, in place of Juſtice, with iat 
and equality to minttker the fame to fach ao baue ſuſtayned 
17 F,as | one that 
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Ornatus ffanding by, ſaid: Moſt noble Peres, you ſt and her: 
debating matters, whileſt the cauſe o? your woe is lining, and 
farre yneugh from perlding to that you graunt; who now per⸗ 
aduenture is maſteringnew Fozces,to make fcuſtratso what 
yon intend, and to wozke revenge: Which to pꝛeuent, giue me 
pour conſents fo purſue him; and he being once taken, then

To this all the Nobles gaus conſent; and Ornatus, with 
thꝛe thouſand hozſemen,followed Thæon: who ſixſt toke thy 
green Foꝛtreſſe, with fine hundzed menzwho continued firme, 
wonne by great rewards : but hearing of the Armenians ay, 
pꝛoch, vnder the conduct of the ſtranger that lew Lenon, inthe 
night be fled, with a hundzed of his niere ſt friends and alltes, 
to Arbaſtus Caſtle; where he thought to liue ſecure, and un.

Ve arriued there in tho dead time of the 
night: but knocking, was denped entrance; which made him 
almoſt deſperate, that he aſſaped to enter by foꝛce: and pꝛeuap⸗ 
led ſo, that hs gat in with the reſt ol his company, making faſ 
the gates againe aſter them. 

Arte ſias ſeruants knowing what he was, ſome ranne one 
wap, ſome another, to hide themſelues from him:one amongſt 
the reſt, came running into Arteſias Chamber, declaring to her

Do was no ſoner come, but he found it ſoz foz he was denyn 
entrance, noz conlo (@ one of Arteſias ſeruants,whom ho leſt 
as keepers of theſame:which ſo much diſquieted his heart, that 
he could not teil what to do; thinking it beſt to introat Thzon 
kindip, leſt be ſhould ſ@ke reuenge againſt Arteſia, though the 
wers innocent, and no way to be blamed ſoz any thing: and 
ſuch a multitude of contraxious ſeares aroſe in his fancies, 
that he ſa med therewith metamozphoſed. Which Phylaſtcs 
ſane perceined, and comming to him, ſaid: ow nod Oraatus, 
what, hath foare taken away vont courage? O my friend Phy- 
laſtes{quoth he) Thæon is within, and thereby poſſeff ol Ar 
teſia, whoſs minde is fo farre from ths leaſt thought ol vertut, 
that no doubt he will ſeeke reuengs on her. Feare not that 
(quoth he) but ſummon him to the walls by tho ſound of « 
Trumpet, and will him foyeeld himſelle, ſtand to the court 
fie of his Nobles; and pꝛomiſe him, with ſafety to conpud hin 
thither. Ornatus allowed his counlell,and thoreſoze commun 
ded a Trumpet to ſound a garter: and thereupon ons 1 . 
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the king appeared on the Walls, demanding what he would 
haus. To whom Ornatus ſaid: Tell Thxon the u ing, that wo 
tome to him from the Peres ofthe Kealme, The mefgenger 
told the King what he ſaid: NAherupon Thæon came in fight, 
demanding what he would haue. 
Quoth he, J would haue you peld; left by reſiſtance, vou 
pꝛocure a greater nnſchiefe to your ſelle, then is by vs pzeten- 
ded. Huppoſe J ſhould peld, quoth he, how would you vie 
me? Like a ing (quoth Ornatus) honourably. A haue found, 
aidhe,ſo ſmall cauſe to truſt gou, that it were fondneſſe to put 
imylife within compalle of your mercy; therfoze J will keeps - 
my lelfe where J am; not doubting ore many dayes|, to haue 
lo many friends, as ſhall both chaſe this and the Armenians 
from the walls, 4 ſo out of this country: which he ſpake, vpon 
the confidence he had in certaine friends,that had pꝛomiſed to 
gather new fo2ces,but meant neuer to perfozmetheſame.

Thæon noz any of his company had found. Ornatus heart 
was glad he had found ſo god a meanes to accompliſhhis wil, 
putting the ſame to againe, came to Phy laſtes, and towgyul 
thereof, Then both of them pꝛeſentip agræd to enter that 
wap, and ſurpꝛize them: conueping a hundzed of the beſt loul⸗ 
diers ſecretly vnder the Wall vato that Poſterne, and pla- 
cing the reſt in the open view ofthe Cattle, as if none ol them 
bad beene wankin g. 

Ornacus andPhylaſtes entred;and after them, the reſt:whe 
paſſing along thꝛough the waſte romes, at [a(t came to the 
place here they had lelt Arteſia, but found her not: and ſuch 
lutceſſe had they in their attempt, that Ornatus comming be- W olt 
hind Thæon, ſmote him with his hand on the back, hefoze he 
had any knowledge of his appꝛoach. Thaon therewith ſtar 
ting, and looking backe, was amazed; but nne 
doe out hia ſwoꝛd, ring: By ſaue and defend pom 
ſelnes; whorewith, thoſe-thaf ware about him, dꝛelw thel 
woꝛds: To whom;Ornatusſaid.... - 

How now, vſurping King, where are thaſomighty fax 
tHoulo dzjue me hence: wil you pet pelo, oa ſtand to the 99 70 
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had friends dealt faithfully, J had nok binteff inthis miſery; 


But ſince foꝛtune ſo much ſauoure ih ther, as to make me thy 
pꝛilener, vſe me well, fox that J ama Ling, and to none but 
thy ſelle am inthꝛalled. Tell me(quoth Ornatus) what is be⸗ 
come ol Arte ſia, that not many dapes ſince J left in this plate. 
Flaw ber not (quoth Thron] nos know J wherc the is,only 
Jfound certaineſeruants in this plate, whom J haue pilt to 
death,leſf they ſhould bewzay my being here. Tyzant,quoth 
Ornatus, thinkeſt thou their deaths ſhall goe vnrenenged? 
touldeſt thon beſo crnell, as fo murther thoſe that wers inno⸗ 
cent; with whom, I feare me, thon haſt made away Arteſia? 
why, what art thou, quoth Thæon, that ved ſuch vndecent 
woꝛds fo a Ring, that art thy ſelfenot wozthy fo ſpeake to a 
Ring? and why makeſt thou ſuch inquiry after Arteſia, that 
fo; ought A know haſt no intereſt in her? ſuppoſe J have ſlain 
her that was the cauſe ol al this woe, what canſt thou challfge 
it my hands foz her? it had bien god ſhe had neuer bien bozne, 
loꝛ ſhe only hath cauſep the oziginal of theſe troubles. Art thou 
thing, quoth Ornatus, and beareſt ſo vnkingly a mind, as to 
launder true vertue? No: thou art a villaine, a murt herer, a 
Lraptoz to this Land, an vſurper of the Crotone, and a moſt 
wicked 4 cruellhomtcide; but foz ᷣ̊ thou wouldeſt know what 
Jam, know, that J haue mozointereſtto the Crowne then 
thou haſt; my name Ornatus , and thy enemy, to whom by 


tight that Crowne belongeth: which thou ſhalt no longer ens 


fox. Therke ze, ſaid he, ſuch as are my ſtiends, lay hold dir this 
Traptoꝛ. Me had no ſ@ner ſpaks thoſe wozds but Thzong 
own ſeruants were the firſt that appꝛehẽded him, being wea- 
ty ol his gouernment: and one amongſt the reſt, thinking that 
behad commanded them to flay him. and withall, hoping foz 
teward fez that fozWary exployt, haning his [wozd ready 
dawne,ſaddenly (whileſt Ornatus did but turne back to con- 
ler with Phylaſtes) thznſt the lame thzough Thxons body; 
that giuing apittious greane, he gane vp the ghoaſt,'Ornatus 
lurning backe, demanded who haddono that deve: with that, 
the murtherer dzew back, fearing to come beloze him, vntill he

To whom Ocnatus (aid: What art thou, that haſt done this 
derd art thou not ons ol his ſeruants ? haſt not thou bin main, 
tained by him? did he not truſt the with his life? was he notthy 
King?then how durſt thou pzeſume to ſtrike thy maſter, be in. 
grat: full to him that gaue the gifts , pꝛoone ſalſe to him that 
truſted ther, and flaythins anointed King ?: Py Loꝛd (gd. he) 
J dis miſtake your woꝛds: and hope to pꝛeſexue my own lite, 

mads me do that deede, which A thought would hanepleaſed 
vou. A. am nat (qv. be) ſozry he is dead. but foz that thon fiew- 
eſt him, whom theuin all duty oughteft to haue defended: fo; 
which, thou ſhalt des a miſerable death. Chen he commanded 
that he ſhould be toꝛne in pieces with Hoꝛſes: which beloꝛe he.

How Ornatss was choſen King. How he departed vnknown 
in ſearch of e Arteſa. How Leun ſought againe to betray 
him, but was diſappointed. How he was baniſhed, Tyreſu 
pardoned, And Oruatas and Arteſia royally married. 


ee Ling dead, Ornatus, with Phylaſtes, te- 
turned to the Court, whers all the Peres 
were aſſembled; who beloze bis comming, 

St oy had by a voluntary meſſenger, vnderſtod the 

u manner of Thxons death, the care whereof 
as already paſt, fe: that few z nons at all 
loued him: but now their care was, whom to chuſe as their 
King; but firſt they welcommed Ornatus, none of them all 
knowing him, nos once ſuſpecting what he was: who no 
could find no further occaſion to conceale himſelfe; but hum. 
bling himleife befoze Allinus, he ſaid: Py renowned Lo2d,the 
cauſs J haue ſo long concealed my ſelfe, hath bin fo; feare of 
the Kings cruelty, and Lenons enup, who both would haut 
indangered me; but now being void of that miſdoubt; your 
pace ſonne Ornatus ſubmitteth himſelfe, humbly craning pat 
den fo my neglett ot duty. Mith that, ho vuarmed his head, 
and his Father knowing him, in moſt louing wile _— 
im, 
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The Hiſtory of Ornatus and Arteſta, 


him, ſhedding teares fo2 toy of his ſafety, whom he thought 


had bene long fince dead. Duke Ternus and the reſt reiopced 
to ſee him, and with tmbzacings expꝛeſt their iop,entring ints 
admirattor of his honoured parts and noble chiualrie. Phy- 
laſtes being tkewtſe knowne, was much commended; whom 
they deemed had beene murthored in the Pꝛiſon by Lenon,foz 
that he could not be found. Allinus beholding Ornatus, and 
with what valour he had behaued himſelfe, reiopced exceeving- 


le: the Commons-clapt their hands foz top; and the Peres 


amonglt themſeluss began fo relate, how vertuouſlp, daliant⸗ 
ly, and pzudently, he had behaued himſelfe in all that bs had 
vndertaken, After many welcomes paſt, Ternus crauing anus 
dience, ſtood vp, vttering theſe ſpeeches; Þy Lozvs,we need 
not now doferre giuing of Allinus his right, becauſe there is 
nons to contradict: what we eſtabliſh. 1Beſtdes,we being all 
now aſſembled together, e our late vſurping King dead, there 
can be no fitter time to chuſs a new King;andſuchaone,as by 
right of bloud,q by our generall conlents, map rule vs. Thæon 
you know was no way intereſſed in the Crownezbut by blur · 
patton,and hathroted ont almoſt all that he knew to haus ane 
title oʒ intereſt in our late Kings bloud; of which Bonſe, Alli- 
nus Jus is the laſt,by marriage of the Lady Aura, tte vn⸗ 
to our late Ring: therefoze the right being in him, if thers be 
any man in this Aſembly , that can contravict that which I 
haue ſaid, let him ſpeaks. Mhich when he had ſaid, he againe 
lat downe. Upon his ſpesches, the Robles conferd,the people 
conſulted,q at laſt y common ſouldiers cryed out, Let Ornatuꝭ 
be out Ring, Ornatus is out Ming. The Nobles likewiſe gaus 
conſent to that the multitude liked, and Ornatus was cholſen 
king: whom they would haue crownod;but at his deſire, they 
deferred the day ot his Coꝛonat᷑ ion foza moneth:tn the meane 
time eſtseming him as their King ; and that day; with great 
Ropaltie, ſetting him in poTeſſion thereol. 


All buũineſſe foz that day being ended: the Armenians richig 
ttwarded,feaſted,q with top ready to returne; Allinus in quiet, 


but lo the want ol his Lady, ę all things in gedozder:Ornatus 


being alone by himlelte/ indured much diſquiet foz Arteſia, mar ·

uelling what was become ol her;ſometimes thinking, ſhe wag 
ſlaine by Thæon, end then ſuppoſung, ſye was eſcaped out at 
the poſterne gate, which he found open: that in theſe contrarie⸗ 
ties of doubts he continued, ſometunes deſpatring, and then 
againe fœding himſelfe with hope. 

After Artelia had reſted her ſelſe, and receined ſome part of 
her ſlæepe ſhe had loſt that night, though but with bzoken um- 
bers; ſhe began to declare to Adellena, what miſeties ſhe had 
indured g troubles ſhe had paſt, ſince ſhe was by Lenon carti. 
ed from her houſe; how ſhe met with Ornatus againe, t euetp 
thing that was befallen; with the cauſe of her flight at that in⸗ 
ſtant. But Adellena, ſaid ſhe, I feare me A tall neuer ſe him 
againe : foz had he not ban taken, t his father oucrthzowne, 
Thzon could not haue had ſo much lepſure, as to come to ſur⸗ 
pꝛize me there; but y Heauens granted me a ſoꝛtunate eſcape: 
And ik J could be ſo happp, as fo heate that Ornatus were in 
ſaletp, though he had not that ſucceſſe his deſires did aime at, 
my heart would be at ſome reſt, which is now pinched with 
ſuſpitious tozment. Vis aduenturous valiznt heart could not 
be withdzawne,by any perſwaſton, to leane to alde his father: 
but notwithſtanding inũnit perils hung ouer his head; pet, to 
Hew the dutp of a louing (onne;x the mirb of a vertuous vali⸗ 
ant gentleman he would not deſiſt to hazard his perſon: which 
now, J feare me, is falne into the hands of his enemies. But 
vet Phy laſtes, J hope, will by his god & friendly counſell be a 
meanes to keepe him from danger. Manp other ſpaches Ar- 
teſia bled; and Adellena vſed as many on the contrary part, to 
petſwade her, 1 Ornatus was in (afety; the truth whereof,the 
told her, ſhe ſhould ſone know: fo2{quoth the) I haue ſent one 
of my ſeruants to learne the truth of all that is happened, who 
J know will oztly returne. Which ſell out euen as ſhe had 
told: fo Þ ſeruant returned, bzinging newes of Lenons death, 
acted by a ſtrange night; and bow that Thæon was fled, and 
being likewiſe by the ſtrange night ſurp2ized in Arbaſtus 
Cattle, was ſlains by one ofhis owne (eruants: which Knight 
was now knowne to be Ornatus, and was elected King by the 


Herres; but he had deferred his day of Coxonation;byrononer |

ſome ſpeciall griefe that croubled him. Arteſias heart was reui⸗ 
ned with theſe newsz knowing, p guefe Ornatus indured, was 
fo; 9 pzeſently (he determined to ſend him woꝛd 
oi her ſaketrze wzcte a Letter, the contents wherof were theſe, 


V deare Ornatus,no newes could haue come more wel- 
come to me, then your ſafetie; and nothing more vn- 
welcome, then to heare of your heauineſſe: which J would 
entreat you to ceaſe, for that I am in ſafetie at Adallenas houſes 
being by one of my ſeruants, the fame night che King tooke 
my Caſtle, at a polternegate,in ſafetie brought hither: where 
truſt, ere long, to ſee you; which will repleniſn my ſoule 
wich exceeding comfort; for on your ſafetie, my life and feli- 
citie dependeth, 
Yours for euer, Arteſia 


Hauing wꝛoke this Letter, ſho gaue it to Thriſtus, willing 

him to deliuer the ſame to Ornatus with all ſped, 
Deſtinies do allot many to excæding miſfoꝛtunes: and ſome 
men are of that diſhonourable and bnmanly diſpoſition, that 
they account all meanes fo attaine their deſires, lawfull; not 
regarding the ſhame e perill will enſue thereon. Ol which nas 
fare was Lenon: who being conueped from the Canip by his 
friends, ſone recoueredʒ kept in a ſecrefplace,lefſt he might be 
knowne:hauing no other meanes, but by abſenting himſelſe, 
to ſaue his life, Whoſe ſtzppoſed death, cauſed Thxons flight 
to the greens Foztrefſe: from whence like wiſe he was depar⸗ 
ted, beſoze Lenon tould tome to gine him knowledge of his 
ſalstie. And knowing, that it was then to late to ſalue thoſe 
nuſeries, he fill concealed him ſelſe; following Ornatus(though 
bnznowne to him) with intent to murther him, il he could by 
any means take him at aduantage: but he was ſtill diſappoin- 
led. And withall, ſaw the death of his father, done by his owne 
ſetuant: ill intermingling himſelfe amongſt b ſouldiers, that 
he was taken tobe one of them, a neuer ſuſpected. But Orna- 
tus being returned ta the Court, Lenon was then compelled 
to leaue to follow him, and harboured ſometimes in one place,

and ſometimes in another: hauing knowledge of Arteſizs ab, 
ſence, he could not tell whether ſhe were aliue, oz dead; but 
dead he thought ſhe could not be, but rather by ſoine meanes 
eſcaped. And euen when Thriſtus was newly come out of 
Adellenas houſe, Lenon efpyed him, and knowing him to by 
one of Arteſias ſeruants, he ſuſpected his Miſtreſſe was there 
to whom he came, ſaping: Mp friend well met, J take pou to 
be one of Arteſias ſetuants, vnleſſe J be deceiued; which il pon 
will reſolue me of, J will doe a meſſage to pou, that J am wil⸗ 
led to deliuer to her from her deareſt friend Ornatvs, Inderd 
(quoth Thriſtus) J ſerue Arteſia, and am now going to Orna. 
tus with a Letter from Arteſia, who is in ſafetie in Adc!leny 
houſe, Lenon hearing his ſptech, being befoze determined what 
to doe, dꝛew out his dagger, and ſuddenly ſtabbed him, caſting 
his body into a Pit; and taking the Letter from him, bꝛake vp 
the ſeale, and read the contents: which when he had done, he 
began to ſtudꝰ, which way to reuenge himſelfe on Ornatis, 
and after wards, to get Arteſia into his poſſeſſion ; and fo; that 
he thought delay might hinder his intent, he firſt wzote a Let- 
fer in Arteſias name, the contents wers theſe. 


Oe deareſt friend, the ne wes of your happy victo- 
rie and conqueſt of your enemies, is come to my know- Wl , 
ledge; then which, nothing could haue beene more welcome ˖ 
vnto me. Likewiſe I heare, that much heauineſſe poſſeſſeth BY f 
you for my abſence, that am in ſafety; and defire you to meet i 
me to morrow night, and you ſhall finde me with Adellena, a 1 
the Lodge in the Parke neere vnto my Gaſtle: In the meane 
time, remitting all further report of my eſcape, and manifelit- wo 
tion of my loue, vntill the happy time I may meet you. o

Mhen he had witten this Letter, and imitated therein Ar- 
teſias owne hand ſo niere, that it could hardly be diſcerned, h 
went to the Court, and behaued the matter ſo cunningle that 
he wis no way ſuſpected, but was admitted into Phylaſla

the contrary;but both beleæued that it came from him, and de · 
termined to gos with the Pefenger ta mete hin:whileſt He 
was pꝛepating ta go with Lenon, Adellenas maid came in,

Ars 
teſia knewitighimſone feagat her feare,embzacing him with 
ixta ding ier. Mo Whom he ſaid: cars him not, my deare Ar- 
teſia, ſoz bt it himſelle, oʒ his qhoſt.

Peltet- 
day there was a meſlenger canis tothe Court, that bʒougbta 
Letter in Arte ſias name te Phylaſtes; 'whoparlently ſent out 
a meſſenger, to giue pou knowledge thereof: but not hearing 
* his returne, went himſelte, and ſome twenty in his compa⸗ 
npoto the place appointedz and entring, he ound not Arteſia 
there, ut a crew of Rebels, amongſt whom, Lucertus wos 
chiefe,whoallat once ſet bvpon him and his kollo wers, taking 
him los your ſelfe: hauing ſo manp, aboue the ſmall number 
that were with Phy laſtes, that they had ſone faine moſt of 
them that were with him; and himſelle not able to withl and 
ſuch a multitude, had reteiued many grieuous wounds, and 


pad biens ſurely Raine, but t ren ſent chem this

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It foztuned that day, that Duke Ternus was going from 
the Court to his own houſe:who by great foztune hearing the 
noiſe, wich his men haſted'thicherwards;+4 haning knowledge 
of what was done, moſt valtantly both himſolſe & his men ſet 
vpon Lucertus, whom they ſone vanquiſhed, hauing firſt ſlaine 
many of his complices: and himhath he carried pxuſoner, wilh 
the reſt ol ſuch as were aliue, vnto the Court; and with them, 
phy laſtes, in great danger ol death. Ornatus heart was exca· 
dingly vered, to heare of his deare friend Phy laſtes hurt:but eſs 
pecially,to thinke, that he had not beloes attached Lucertus, 
which he was once in minde to haue done; which would haue 
pieuented alt theſe miſchtefos, The night now being come, 
Ornatus cauſed Lenon to be bound hand g ſot, and put into a 
ſtrong place of h̊ heuſe; with ſome to watch him, leit he ſhould 
due himſelte violence: himſelfe, with Arte lia, ſpending Þ Cue⸗ 
nag in manyſpeches; relating the manner ol alltheſe miſtoꝛ⸗ 
tunes: but eſpecially comfozting theſelues in each others loue: 
with Adellena, calling to remembzance the whole manner of 
their troubles,onelp pꝛocured by Lenon : which'ſadrelations, 
wade the renuing of their loue moꝛe pleaſant and delectable, 
Cady the next mozning, Ornatus putting hiniſelk in his Pal⸗ 
12's werdes, e couering Arteſias face with a vayle, & catrping 
l.cnon with them bound, departed towards the Court. The 
next moꝛning, the IO teres of the Land being Mill there, aſlem⸗ 
bled themſelues: amongſt whom, was Allinus, that likewiſe 
had found his Lady; who hearing ol his happy ſucteſſe againſ 
Thæon was that moꝛning neiolp arriued at the Court, and by 
him entertained wilh erceding toy. By that time they were 
Aembled, had callod Lucertus befoꝛe them; Ornatus, with his 
tompanp, were like bote come, though vnknolen: and ſtanding 
heard Lucertus confefſe, that Lenon had inſtigated him to 
Poke that reuenge againſt Ornatuszhimſelfe being like wile 
gene to betray Arteſia, The whoſe aſſembly marnelled, when 
hey heard him ſay, Lenon perſwaded him to it; that Allinus 
od vp, laping: Js not he dead: then holo tan this bee Lenon 
quoth Lucertus) is not dead. Tlith that, Ornatus ſtepping in, 
Nut Lenon befdze him, and ſaid: Here is the man that hath 
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pꝛocuted him to doe all this miſchieſe. The Nobles beholding 
him, were amazed at his ſight; tut being aſiured it was he e 
the perfect knowledge they had of him, Ternus ſald: Lenon, 3 
had a'/wayes thcught thou hadſt bezne the mind of a Gentle, 
man, but now I find the contrary in ther, and that in the meg 
ſhamelulleſt degrer. What fary led thee to ſuch miſchienens at. 
tẽpts: to hire Lucertus to lay Ornatus, Which he bath almog 
petſo2med; and thy ſelfe to ſake d death o2 miſety of that ber 
tuous Lad, p hath already indured lo much w2bgbytbyfolly? 
Allinus had not as pet heard of Ornacus hurt 5 no? any knen 
the contrary,but that Phy laſtes was he:foz he, actoꝛding to the 
mind ol a moſt vertuous 4 conftant friend,flill concealedhim- 
ſelle. Noz the Lady Aura had pet ſa ne her ſenne, lobi ſhehad 
but heard of; that Allinus ſaid; Js wy ſsrine O:ratus almoſt 
flaine? © trapterous villaine-Tith thet. Aura ltkeWile began 
to make erceding lamentaticn; which Ornatus was not able 
fo beþold; and therefoze pulling off his di:guiſed babit,humbly 
reuerenced himſelf befoze them bpon bis kna:both his parents 
knew him, e with exc«ding top embꝛaced him, cher ding abu 
dance of feares ſoʒ his ſaleiꝝx. Mith that, Duke Ternus and al 
the reſt came to him, bling him with ſuch behauioꝛ, os belöged 
to him they had choſe Ring, ſeating him in an imperial Chalte, 
He being thus ſet, ſaid: y noble K oꝛds, A thanke you fo; in 
titling me with this exceding honcur; thetefoze my deſire is 
ſince pon haue elected me ol your free beuntecus heeits to bi 
pour Ring, let me this dap, e inffantiy,be inſtalled with poſſe 
ſion of the Diademe, fo2 that haue now no further cauſe 0 
cars, to cauſe me defette Þ ſame: and like wiſe, that Jmay gu 
iudgement againſt theſe moſt wicked con piratoꝛs. The Nt 
bles with iopfull hearts gaue tenſent, e immediately crown 
bim with bended knees doing him reuerencs. Which dene, 
natus riſing frcm his impttiali Seat, came to Arteſia, takin! 
her by the hand, t leading her vp to the Thꝛone, ſealed her in k 
Chaire, placing the Crowne vpen her head, ſaping My L02 
as you haue elected me Bing, J pꝛap likewiſe be contfted Wil 
that I do, make this your Nuanc;then puld he cf the bart 
fromArte&as facs,q her cleare beauty appeared/0 pabmiratis

of all: who bebolding,in humble ſoꝛt did her reuerence, making 
ercading ſhouts los iop, their hearts being all glad of her ſaletp. 
Mhen this was done, ſhe came downe 4 imbzaced them, xcel⸗ 
ding them manp thanks; who all ſhowed ſuch excerding kind⸗ 
nelle, as expꝛeſt their hearty god wil, and reiopted both her and 
Ornacus fo behold: eſpectaliiy Aura, ę¶Ternus Ducheſſe 5 who 
with manp imbzacings, which they thought they could not ſul⸗ 
ficientlp expꝛeſſe, xeiopced to ſe her in that ſafetp. B that timo 
Ornatus was again ſeatev,q Arteſia by him, Phylaſtes hearing 
of-Ornacus returne, being (though grituouſũlęe wounded) pet in 
no great danger of death, as wel as he could, came into pᷣ P2es 
ſente: where beholding Ornatus and Arteſia crowned, kneeled 
done befoze them; his heart conceiuing exteeding iop, to be⸗ 
hold y beauenly ſight: whom Ornatus kindly embꝛated, xeiop⸗ 
ung to ſ@ him in god eſtate: aſter Artefias ſalutation, willing 
him to fit downs amongſt them. Then Ornatus firſt comman- 
ding Floretus to be ſent fo2 out of pꝛiſon, thus ſaid: Now there 
ulteth nothing. but to giue ſentencs againft theſe,p by conſpi⸗ 
racies haue bin murtherers, which lad is ſo haynous, Þ it ma- 
keth them both odious to God and man in which offence, both 
thou Lenon, Lucertus,q Tyreſus, are guilty: therefoze Lenon 
(ad. he) firſt declare, what moonod thee, from time to time, to 
tommit ſo many e grieuous acts as Þ haſt done? Lenons heart 
was dead with vexation, to ſes him crowned,e Arteſia choſen 
his Aueene, p hanging downe his head, de would not ſprake: 
tut Lucertus humbling himſelle vpon his knee, aſued pardon. 
By this time Floretus-was bzought in, looking with ſuch a 
meager æ pale countenance, by reafon of his long impꝛiſonmtt, 
that Arteſia wept to behold him, 4 could not chuſe but run and 
enb2ace him;vpon her knee intreating Ornatus to pardon the 
dffence ho had cõmitted, which was againſt none but het ſelte. 
Ornatus ſeeing her kneele,ſuddenly caught her vp; embꝛacing 
retus,q comanding his bands to be baloſed, withall ſaping: 
Inot only with a willing heart pardon you,but alſo giue vnto 
deu ſoꝛ euer all thoſe poſſeſſions vᷣ̊ belonged vntoyourb2other - 

Arbaſtus, Floretus, whs expected nothing but death, was artee⸗ 
ng topfuli,and humbly vpon his kno yelvey —
